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MEAT STRIKE ENDED ; 
PACKERS GAVE IN 


Chicago Employers Agreed to 
Take Back All Union Men. 


MADE 45 DAYS THE LIMIT 


Wage Scale Will Be Arbitrated— 
‘ Otherwise Conditions Are Same 
as Before the Strike. 


CHICAGO, July 20.—The strike of pack- 
ing house employes, which was begun nine 
days ago, and which has demoralized the 
packing industry throughout the country, 
Was settled here to-night at a conference 
between representatives of the packers, the 
officials of the Meat Cutters’ Union, and 
representatives of all the allied trades em- 
ployed at the Stock Yards, The whole con- 
troversy will be submitted to a board of 
arbitrators, both siaes agreeing to abide by 
whatever decision this board may reach. 

Pending the decision of the arbitration 
board the men will be taken back to work 


as rapidly as possible by the packers. It is 
agreed by the packers that all the old em- 
ployes are to be reinstated within forty- 
five days from the date work is resumed. 
If any of the former employes are still un- 
employed at the expiration of that time, 
such persons are to have the privilege of 
submitting their cases to the arbitration 
beard for settlement. 

The strikers will return to work as soon 
as they can be notified of the peaceable 
adjustment of the trouble. It is expected 
that by Friday morning everything will be 
in normal shape at all the plants in the 
diiferent cities where the employes were on 
strike. 

Half an hour after the decision had been 
reached to-night, M. J. Donnelly, the strike 
lender, had secured communication by long- 
distance telephone with the leaders of the 
strikers in outside cities. He notified them 
that a satisfactory settlement had been 
reached and directed the strikers to return 
to work as soon as possible. 

HOW STRIKE WAS SETTLED. 


The settlement of the difficulty by arbi- 
tration was brought about by the allied 
craft at the stock yards, who would have 
become involved in the controversy had it 
continued much longer. The representa- 
tives of these unions, which represent about 
14,000 men, got together yesterday and sent 
a final appeal to the packers, asking for a 
three-sided conference to-day between the 
packers, the strikers, and themselves, in a 
fina] effort to get both sides of the con- 
troversy together again and arrange some 
sort of agreement which would prevent the 
strike spreading to the affiliated unions. 
This appeal of the Allied Trades Unions re- 
ceived a favorable response from the pack- 
ers and to-day’s conference was the result. 

The agreement entered into between the 
representatives of the packers and the 
strikers follows: 

Wages and working conditions of all employes 
mow on strike to be submitted to arbitration, 
each party to this agreement having the privilege 
of bririging before the arbitrators for decision any 
question of wages or conditions, or any other 
grievances they may have, and both to abide by 
the decision of the arbitrators. 

The packing companies signing this agreement 
to retain all employes now at work who wish to 
remain, and will re-employ all employes now 
out as fast as possible without discrimination. 
Employes to return to work at the wages re- 
ceived when going on strike, pending the decision 
of the arbitretors; arbitrators to consist of three 
practical packing-house men, to be selected as 
follows: 

One representative of the packing companies, 
one representative of the Amalgamated Défat 
Cutters and Butcher Workmen of North America, 
these two to select a third member. The two 
first named shall meet within forty-eight hours 
after resumption of work, proceed to elect the 
third member, and shall meet daily for that 
purpose until this duty has been completed. 

When the third member has been selected the 
three shall meet daily unless adjournment be had 
by unanimous consent, 
sion has been reached andfthe award made, 

Any former employe not re-employed within 
forty-five days from date work is resumed, to 
have the privilege of submitting his or her case 
to arbitration, on question of decrimination, de- 
cision of arbitrators to govern. 

SAME AS FORMER PROPOSITION. 

The agreement reached at to-night’s con- 
ference is the same as the proposition made 
last Saturday to the packers by Mr. Don- 
nelly. In Saturday’s communication Mr. 
Donnelly requested that the strikers be all 
taken back to work within seven days. 
This the packers refused. 
the packers to set some definite time when 
the men would all be taken back. 

When the men return to work it will be 
under exactly the same conditions as pre- 
vailed before the strike was declared, with 
the exception that the question of a wage 
scale will be decided by arbitration. 
old wage scale under which the union 
worked last year expired May 28. Since that

and heard the verdict of the Coroner’s jury. 
Coroner Schaefer then told Mr. Rogers that 
he would hold him in $1,000 bail to appear 


before the next Richmond County Grand 
Jury, which meets in October, and a bail 
bond was signed by Walter Jennings of 
Cold Spring Harbor. 

The Board of Directors of the Richmond 
Light and Railroad Company_consists of 
Henry H. Rogers, Walter G. Oakman, ex- 
President of the Guaranty Trust Company; 
William L. Bull of the Stock Exchange 
house of Edward Sweet & Co., John Green- 
ough, and R. Somers Hayes. Mr. Green- 
ough and Mr. Hayes are both in Europe. 
Later in the day Messrs. Oakman and Buil 
also voluntarily surrendered themselves to 
the Coroner and were paroled until to-day, 
when bail will be fixed at $1,000 each. The 
Coroner was informed that Mr. Hayes was 
seriously ill and that it would be some time 
before he would be able to sail for this 
country, but was assured that Mr. Green- 
ough would appear when wanted.

GIRL JUMPS FROM ROOF. 


Died Later at Her Home—Despondent 
from Illness.

| of the past few days, Miss Elizabeth Gon- 
ell, twenty-one years old, daughter of J. D.

MR. DAVIS AT ROSEMOUNT 


The Judge to Be Notified at Esopus, 
His Running Mate in West 
Virginia.

ROSEMOUNT, Esopus, N. Y., July 20.— 
If Arthur P. Gorman refuses to serve, 
William F, Sheehan will be the Chairman of 
the National Democratic Committee. 

Judge Alton B. Parker and his running 
mate, ex-Senator Henry G. Davis, Mave 
agreed to veto the project for a joint notifi- 
cation. 

Judge Parker will resign from the bench 
before Aug. 8, so that candidates for his 
place can be voted for at the coming elec- 
tion. This means that Gov. Odell will not 
be given the opportunity to appoint his suc- 
cessor. 

These were the disclosures of the day at 
Esopus. 

Ex-Senator Davis spent the afternoon 
with Judge Parker and then returned to 
New York. 

The two candidates had never met before 
and they took an obvious and instanta- 
neous liking to each other. Mr.-Davis ar- 
rived at 12:06 o’clock accompanied by Dan- 
jel J. Campau of Michigan, Norman E. 
Mack, and C. M. Hendley, Mr. Davis’s sec- 
retary. 

PARKER MEETS RUNNING MATE. 


Judge Parker’s carriage, occupied by his 
son-in-law, the Rev. Dr. Charles Mercer 
Hall, and Private Secretary McCausland, 
was at the station to meet them. Mr. Da- 
vis’s agility, liveliness, and general air of 
youthfulness caused the same comment 
here that it has elsewhere. He was driven 
to Rosemount, where Mr. Mack introduced 
him to the Judge and his family. 

Judge Parker remained on the veranda 
for a little chat with Mr. Campau, while 
Mr. Davis, convoyed by Mr. Mack and Dr. 
Hall, went out to look the grounds over. 
He was in high spirits and laughed and 
talked as if he were having the time of 
his life. Returning he joined a conference 
between Judge Parker and Mr. Campau, 
which continued until luncheon was an- 
nounced. After iuncheon the real business 
of the day began. The two candidates en- 
tered into a discussion of the subjects that 
had brought them together. This discussion 
lasted until the time arrived for Mr. Davis 
to take.the New York train. Meanwhile 
Mr. Campau and Mr. Hendley drove over 
to Mr. Sheehan's house, but that gentleman 
had not yet returned from New York. 

Mr. Campau said that the choice for 
National Chairman has simmered down to 
Gorman and Sheehan. He added: “TI think 
Sheehan would be just the man for the 
place if Gorman cannot be induced to 
serve.”’ 

Mr. Mack added the opinion that~there 
is still a good chance of getting Gorman 
to serve. When he was questioned about 
the proposition to make Gorman head of 
the whole thing, with Tagart in charge 
of the West and Sheehan of the East, he 
said after consideration: ‘‘ That would be 
an admirable plan.” 


JOINT NOTIFICATION IMPOLITIC. 


The two candidates agreed that it would 
be impolitic to adopt the plan of having 
a joint notification, and definitely re- 
solved to be notified in their respective 
States. Judge Parker, decided to be noti- 
fied at Rosemount, / thus going back to 
early precedents andbreaking the custom 
which was begun by Cleveland in 1892 
and followed by Bryan in 1896 and 1900, of 
being notified in a big public hall in New 
York. Mr. Davis has not yet decided where 
he will be notified, except that it will be 
somewhere in West Virginia. His home 
is in the middle part of the State, and he 
may decide to be notified in a city, where 
the political effect would be better. 

None of the party except Mr. Mack had 
anything to say on the burning Murphy 
question. Mr. Mack said that Mr. Murphy 
would be found in line when the fight was 
on, and when questioned about the reports 
that McCarren intended arrogating to him- 
self a position superior to Murphy, he said: 
“‘McCarren won't give orders to Tammany.

UPHOLDS RUSSIA’S ACTION. 


Novoe Vremya Editorially Says Eng- 
land Has Been Rudely Awakened. 


ST PETERSBURG, July 21, (Thursday) 
7:20 A. .«.—The Novoe Vremya this morn- 
ing has a long editorial on the operations 
of the Volunteer Fieet steamers in the 
Red Sea. The editorial makes no reference 
to the British official protest, but holds 
that the volunteer steamers are perfectly 
within their rights, according to interna- 
tionai law, in stopping vessels of neutral 
powers. 

It thinks that the confiscation -of the 
Japanese mail bags from the Prinz Heinrich 
was the easiest and most expeditious meth- 
od since an examination of the whole huge 
mail on board the vessel woyld have in- 
volved detention for several days, causing 
an inconvenience to passengers and damage 
to shippers of the neutral cargo. The. No- 
voe Vremya goes on to say: 

‘“‘The vehement protest of British ship- 
pers was only to be expected. They were 
ready enough to ship contraband of war to 
Japan when it could be safely and profita- 
bly done. It is a rude awakening to find 
Russia in a position to stop this lucrative 
business. It is not to be expected, how- 
ever, that any successful performance on 
the part of Russia will meet with approval 
abroad.”’ 


MAY BE SUBWAY STRIKE. 
Rival Painters’ Row Threatens to Tie 
Up Almost Cémpleted Work. 


The Building Trades Alliance, which says 
it. controls eleven unions which have men 
working on the subway, yesterday decided 
to order a general strike in the subway 
on Monday unless 50 per cent. of the paint- 
ing is given to the Amalgamated Painters’ 
Society. 

The Alliance on July 13 had sent an ulti- 
matum to General Contractor John B. Mc- 
Donald embodying its demands. Mr. Mc- 
Donald paid no attention to the communi- 
cation. At yesterday’s meeting it was de- 
cided to give Mr McDonald until Monday 
to accede to the terms of the ultimatum. 
In the meantime the Brotherhood of Paint- 
ers has made a demand of iis own that its 
members be paid double time on the night 
shifts. 

The Brotherhood of Painters is in the 
Central Federated Union, which has an 
agreement with the Rapid Transit Con- 
tractors’ Association for all its affiliated 
trades working in the subway. For this 
reason the Brotherhood was given the sub- 
way work, the Amalgamated Painters’ So- 
ciety not being represented in the Central 
Federated Union.

LONDON, Thursday, July 21.—The de- 
velopments yesterday in respect to the 
Malacca incident seem to demonstrate 
clearly that the British Government is 
determined to secure the release of the 
steamship now held by the Russians as 
a prize of war.

MIDDY IN CHARGE OF PRIZE. 


He Tried in Vain to Buy Coal for the 
Malacca at Port Said. 


LONDON, Thursday, July 21.—<Ac- 
cording to a Daily Mail dispatch from 
Port Said, the Malacca is in charge 
of a Russian midshipman, an announce- 
ment which gives rise to much British 
naval reminiscence, many contemporary 
British Admirals having helped to pre- 
cipitate serious conflicts before they were 
admitted to the wardroom. The same 
dispatch says that the union jack was 
torn down by the Russian prize crew, 
although the Russians treated the pas- 
Sengers and crew of the Malacca with 
every courtesy. 

The Captain of the Malacca asserts 
that the capture was made within the 
three-mile limit. 

The midshipman commanding this 
prize, which has set Europe by the ears 
and almost threatens consequences more 
serious than the actual war in the Far 
East, ordered 400 tons of coal at Port 
Said, but the officials refused to sup- 
ply the coal on the ground that the ves- 
sel had a supply sufficient to take her 
to the Black Sea. 

The Daily Mail says it understands 
that the London officials of the Penin-

take a cargo of horse-shoe nails and 
aluminium cooking utensils for the Jap-

SEVERE FIGHT ON TUESDAY 


Keller’s Position May Be Flanked— 
Great Armies Are Now Close 
Together for Battle.

“Our right flank has been engaged since 
morning.”’ 

ST. PETERSBURG, July 20.—All advices 
from the theatre of war continue to con- 
firm the opinion that the pressure on Gen. 
Kuropatkin’s southern front at Tashi-Chao 
is being relieved, and that the Japanese 
are pursuing their favorite flanking tactics, 
working around to the northeast as if to 
threaten the communications between Muk- 
den and Liao-Yang or to make a direct at- 
tack on the latter place. 

Gen. Kuropatkin having developed the 
great strength of the Japanese at Mo-tien 
Pass by Lieut. Gen. Count Keller’s attack 
on July 17, reports this evening that a con- 
siderable column of Japanese is advancing 
along the northern Sai-matse and Liao- 
Yang Road. 

This column came into touch with Gen. 
Rennenkampff’s cavalry near Sekheyan 
Monday last. The Russians fell back be- 
fore the advancing column Monday and 
Tuesday some thirteen miles to Hou-tsia- 
tse, twenty-five miles as the crow flies 
from Liao-Yang. 

Gen. Kuropatkin gives no particulars as 
to the character of the fighting. 

The bulk of the armies are now within 
striking distance, and only a single day’s 
march seperates them. 

The great importance of the appearance 
of the Japanese on the northern road is 
that if the advance should be pushed Gen. 
Keller’s position in the Lian Valley would 
be outflanked, as would later on the strong 
Russian position at Lian-dian-sian, which 
commands the Feng-Wang-Chang high- 
road and two minor roads from Simou- 
cheng and Siu-yen over which the Japanese 
would advance to the north. Once out- 
flanked here the road to Liao-Yang would 
be open. 

On the other hand, an advance beyond 
Houtsiatze would give Gen. Keiler an op- 
rortunity by an energetic movement to 
strike this column in the rear. 

From a strategic point of view the situ- 
ation is intensely interesting, and seem- 
ingly increases the probabilities of a gen- 
eral engagement soon. 


JAPANESE LOST OPPORTUNITY. 


Artillery Might Have Turned Foes’ De- 
feat at Mo-Tien Into a Rout.

GEN. KUROKI’S HEADQUARTERS

on July 17 was remarkable for the abso- 
lute failure of the Russians to employ 
artillery. 

On the other hand the Japanese, when 
attacking, unaccountably retained their 
guns in position when their advance 
might have turned the Russian retire- 
ment into a partial rout. 

The opinion is general here that both 
sides failed to take advantage of their 
opportunities. 


Russians Attacked at Five Points. 

TOKI10, July 19.—The official report 
divides the Mo-Tien Ling battle into five 
sections. 

The first section deals with the Mo- 
Tien Ling position. Here the enemy at- 
tacked the Japanese outposts westward 
of the defile at 3 A. M. Thereupon a 
regiment of infantry under Gen. Oka- 
zaki moved rapidly to an appointed posi- 
tion and artillery came into action on the 
Wu-fan-Kwan hills. 

At 5 A. M. the enemy, following up 
closely, had driven in the outposts and 
deployed for an attack on the high land 
west of Mo-Tien Ling. Their force was 
gradually growing until 7 A. M., when 
four regiments were in the fighting line. 

The Russians made frequent attempts 
to turn the Japanese left, but were frus+ 
trated by the activity and accuracy of 
fire of the Japanese, who, outnumbered 
by four to one, held their ground firmly 
until 9 A. M., when the Russian left be- 
gan to retire under the heavy fire of the 
infantry and artillery. Then the Japa- 
nese, reinforced by part of a regiment, 
assumed the offensive along the whole 
line, a regiment of cavalry also joining in 
the pursuit. 

The enemy withdrew toward Tien- 
shwi-Tien and Ta-Wan, but seven bat- 
talions halted at Li-kia-pu-Tse, and from 
2 P. M. till 4 P. M. the Russian guns took 
up a covering position near Ta-Wan. 
The pursuit consequently ceased west of 
Li-kia-pu-Tse. 


Fierce Fighting at Sin-Kia Ling. 


The second section deals with the fight- 
ing at the Sin-Kia Ling position. Herea 
Japanese reconnoitring company fell in 
with a Russian battalion east of Maku- 
menza. The Russians came from the 
north, and were preséntly reinforced by 
a second :battalion fron Ta-Wan. A 
fierce fight ensued, but the Japanese, 
being quickly reinforced, drove back the 
enemy at 1 P. M. and occupied the 
heights east of Makumenza, whence they 
opened a hot fire on the Russians re- 
treating from Mo-Tien Ling toward Ta- 
Wan. 

The third section deals with the Shan- 
Kau Ling position. Here a Russian 
regiment attacked a Japanese battalion, 
but the enemy retreated simultaneously 
with the assailants of Mo-Tien Ling, and 
the Japanese pursued them two and a 
half miles from Shan-Kau Ling. 

The fourth section deals with the Hsi- 
ma-Tang ;position. Here at 8 A. M. a 
battalion ‘of the enemy’s infantry and a 
troop of cavalry attacked an outpost 
consisting of a company of Japanese in- 


fantry northwest of Hsi-ma-Tang.. The 
Japanese company lost all its officers 
and non-commissioned officers, but 
fought desperately. Meanwhile the Rus- 
sian attacking force had been increased 
to a whole regiment, but the Japanese, 
reinforced by two companies of outposts, 
reserves, and part of another regiment, 
defeated the enemy, at 4:30 P. M. the 
Russians retreating to Hwang-kia-pu- 
Tse. 

The fifth section deals with the Si-kia- 
pu-Tse position.. Here eight companies 
of Russian infantry and one or two 
troops of cavalry, advancing from Kiao- 
Tau, attacked a Japanese outpost, which, 
being reinforced by engineers, drove back 
the Russians. At 1 P. M. the latter re- 
treated northwest. 


Few Japanese Killed. 


Altogether the Japanese losses were 43 
killed, including four officers, and 256 
wounded, including 15 officers. 

The Russian forces engaged in this 
battle consisted of two Uivisions, drawn 
from the Third, Sixth, and Ninth Divis- 
ions, under Gen. Keller. 


ANOTHER STEAMER CAPTURED. 


British Vessel Pak Ling Believed to 
Have Been Taken in the Red Sea.

LONDON, July 20.—The Times’s in- 
surance correspondent says: 

“The China Mutual Company’s (A. 
Holt & Co.’s) steamer Pak Ling is be- 
lieved to have been captured in the Red 
Sea. She was from Middlesborough and 
Antwerp for Yokohama, 

“It is reported also that the Ham- 
burg-American liner Sambia has been 
seized. 

“The Pak Ling is of 4,447 tons, was 
built in 1895, and is uninsured. The Sam- 
bia is also uninsured. In both cases, as 
with the Malacca, there are considerable 
cargo interests here. 

“Antwerp has all through been the 
port of shipment for goods of a contra- 
band character for Japan, and the Rus- 
sians are apparently marking down 
steamers loaded there.” 


MALACCA HELD AT PORT SAID. 


Detained by Egyptian Authorities 
There, Who Await Instructions. 


PORT SAID, July 20.—The crew and pas- 
sengers of the Peninsular and Oriental 
steamer Malacco, seized by the Russian 
Volunteer Fleet steamer Petersburg in the 
Read Sea, have been landed here. 

The ship is detained by the authoritles, 
who are waiting instructions before taking 
further action. 

It is said that the Russians specially 
waited for the Malacco because of secret 
information from Antwerp that she was 
earrying ammunition and also ironwork for 
a crane at Moji, Japan. She was arrested 
on the morning of July 13, when two and 
one half miles off Great Hanish Island, 
near Jebel Zukour, in spite of her captain’s 
protest that the ammunition on board was 
intended for the British warships at Singa- 
pore and Hong Kong. 

The crew of the Malacca were kept under 
strict arrest, and when they arrived at 
Suez at dawn, July 19, they were not al- 
lowed to communicate with the shore. 

The Malacca arrived at ,Port Said at 
dawn to-day, and asked for 400 tons of 
coal, 220 tons of fresh water, and pro- 
visions for Cherbourg. The case was re- 
ferred to the Egyptian Government, it 
being the first time on record that an al- 
leged prize had been taken through the 
canal under a different flag. 

It happens that the Malacca had an 
abundance of coal already and was in no 
great need of water or provisions. There- 
fore, she might have sailed forthwith, but 
remains here pending instructions. 


LONDON, Thursday, July 21.—The Malac- 
ca’s passengers have been transferred to 
the steamer Marmora of the Peninsular 
and Oriental Line. 


EXPECTS TO LEAVE BLACK SEA. 


Another Volunteer Fleet Vessel to be 
Prepared for Service. 


LONDON, Thursday, July 21.—The 
correspondent at Odessa of The Stand- 
ard, telegraphing under date of July 20, 
says: 

“Another Volunteer Fleet steamer 
proceeded hence to-night to Sevastopol 
for coal and armament preparatory to 
leaving the Black Sea. 

“Two of the remaining five Volunteer 
Fleet steamers here will follow very 
shortly.”’ 


ASSAULT ON PORT ARTHUR. 


Japanese Say Besiegers Will Make Final 
Move This Month. 


CHE-FOO, July 20.—Japanese who have 
arrived here from those parts of the Kwan- 
Tung Peninsula which are occupied by 
their troops report that the forces invest- 
ing Port Arthur are fortifying their present 
position and assuming the defensive pend- 
ing the preparations for a concerted as- 
sault on the place. 

These preparations are being pushed for- 
ward, the Japanese say, and the final as- 
sault will be made not later than the last 
of this month. 

In the meantime the enemy is taking the 
offensive.

VLADIVOSTOK FLEET OUT 
RAIDING IN THE PACIFIC 


Sinks Japanese Steamer Off Isoya 
and Heads Southeast. 


MAY INTERCEPT OUR SHIPS 


Paris Believes Russians Will Hold Up 
American Merchantmen Laden with 
Provisions for Japan.

TOKIO, July 20.—The Viadivostek 
cruisers, unaccompanied by torpedo 
boats, passed through Tsugaru Strait 
and emerged into the Pacific at 4 A. M. 
to-day. 

The Japanese torpedo boats at Hako- 
date have gone in pursuit.

TOKIO, July 20.—The Russian Vladi- 
vostok squadron, unaccompanied by tor- 
pedo boats, entered the Pacific Ocean to- 
day at 7 o’clock. A Japanese torpedo flo- 
tilla is in pursuit. 

The destination of the Russian squadron 
is unknown, but it is suggested that it 
possibly plans to raid the east coast of 
Japan and then either return to Viadi- 
vostok, escaping to the southward, or at- 
tempt to form a junction with the Port Ar- 
thur fleet. 

The squadron was discovered in the 
Straits of Tsugaru at 8 o'clock this morn- 
ing, steaming rapidly eastward. At 3:30 
A. M. it was reported off Tappi Cape, and 
at 7 A. M. observers at Hakodate @dis- 
cerned it and reported to Tokio that it was 
then steaming to the east. 

The Vladivostok squadron overhauled the 
Japanese steamer Takashima eastward of 
Tsugaru Strait, and later released her. The 
Takashima arrived at Mororan at noon to- 
day, and reports that she left the Russian 
vessels steaming to the southeast at great 
speed. This course creates the impression 
here that they are heading for Saigon, the 
capital of French Indo-China, although it is 
possible that this course is a ruse to de- 
ceive the Japanese. 

Warnings have gone out to shipping along 
the eastern coast of Japan, and merchant- 
men are hurriedly seeking cover. It is ex- 
pected that most of the shipping will be 
warned before the Russian vessels can in- 
flict serious damage if a raid is purposed. 

Ordinarily a lack of coal would prevent an 
extended cruise, but it is possible that the 
Russians possess a collier at a rendezvous 
in the Pacific Ocean. 


WASHINGTON, July 20.—The Japanese 
Legation has received the following cable- 
gram from the Foreign Office at Tokio: 

“At 9:30 A. M. July 20 the Vladivostok 
Squadron fired on and sank a Japanese 
eteamboat of 318 tons off the coast of Isoya, 
about twenty-five miles from Hakodate. 
All of the crew were landed safely at Cape 
Yesan.”’ 


PARIS, July 20.—The Temps, discussing 
the passage of the Vladivostok Squadron 
through the Strait of Tsugaru, says its pur- 
pose is either to attack the unprotected 
cities on the eastern coast of Japan or to 
intercept American merchant steamers, 
which are supplying Japan with all sorts 
of provisions through the Port of Yoko- 
hama, 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 20.—The news 
of the first appearance of the Vladivostok 
Squadron in the Pacific since the outbreak 
of the war, telegraphed from Tokio, causes 
no surprise at the Admiralty here. 

It is probably the purpose of Admiral 
Bezobrazoff to raid the coast towns of 
Japan, capture merchantmen, make a naval 
demonstration off Yokohama, and general- 
ly create a panic among the population, in 
order to compel Admiral Togo to reinforce 
Admiral Kamimura and thus weaken the 
fleet off Port Arthur. 

The idea that Admiral Bezobrazoff will 
seriously attack large ports of Japan is 
rejected, owing to the danger from sub- 
marine boats, mines, torpedo boats, and 
shore batteries. 

A report is current that the Viadivostok 
Squadron is homeward bound, under 
orders to effect a juncture with the First 
Division of Vive Admiral Rojestvensky’s 
Baltic Squadron, which is ready to go out 
on a trial trip in the Baltic. 


DENIES THAT LOOMIS DRANK. 


Kansas City Man Says His Fellow-Pas- 
senger Was Absolutely Temperate. 


KANSAS CITY, July 20.—O. B. Trower, 
a commission merchant of Kansas City, 
who was a passenger on the Kaiser Wil- 
helm II. with Frederick Kent Loomis of 
West Virginia, has been asked to prepare 
a statement for Francis B. Loomis, Assist- 
ant Secretary of State of the United States, 
and brother of the dead man. Mr. Trower 
is asked to describe the events of the voy- 
age up to the time that he left the ship 
June 20, at Plymotth. ° 

Mrs, H. F. Devol of this city, a cousin 
of Mr. Loomis, wrote to the Assistant Sec- 
retary of State at Washington several 
days ago, telling about Mr. Trower’s 


meeting with the young envoy. Mr. Trow- 
er is emphatic in his declaration that Mr. 
Loomis had not been drinking during the 
voyage across the Atlantic. 
him almost constantly after his first day 
out from New York, he says, and knows 
he was absolutely temperate. 

This assertion Mr. Trower makes because 
it had been intimated in some quarters that 
Mr. Loomis and others at the “ Captain's 
dinner’ had enjoyed themselves overwell. 
Mr. Trower says that Loomis ate at the 
Captain's dinner as did others, but that 
those who had ivine paid for it out of their 
own purses, and that very few had it. 

Another point of interest brought out is 
the fact that Mr. Loomis did not go ashore 
at Plymouth. 

Mr. Trower told Mrs. Devol that Loomis 
remained up until about 1:45 in_the morn- 
ing—the hour of the arrival at Plymouth— 
to bid him adieu, Mr. Trower leaving the 
Kaiser Wilhelm at that port. For some 
time it was thought that Loomis went 
ashore at Plymouth, but Mr. Trower's 
statement removes that impression, and is 
thought to be of much importance.

took up the contests in St. Louis County. 
It was late when the convention was 


called to order, and the announcement made 


by Terhporary Chairman Vandiver that 
the Committee on Credentials would be in 
session probably for the greater part of the 
day. A motion to take a recess for several 
hours was voted down, and, while many 
delegates left the hall, a fair crowd was 
present when Attorney General Crowe was 
escorted to the platform in response to a 
request for an address.

LONDON, July 14.—The special perform- 
ance the other day of Maeterlinck’s 
“ Pélléas and Mélisande”’ by a cast headed 
by Sarah Bernhardt and Mrs. Patrick 
Campbell was a great success. So much 
so, in fact, that arrangements have been 
made for three further performances. 

THE TIMES's critic says ‘“‘in listening to 
the play we were sometimes able to dismiss 
from our minds the conviction that Mrs. 
Patrick Campbell was not a Frenchwoman 
—always in her moments of silence and 
occasionally at other times. In fact, her 
accent showed marked improvement as the 
piece progressed, and, over a longer course— 
Say a couple of dozen acts or so—would 
doubtless have attained perfect purity. 
As regards looks and postures and. intona- 
tion we all knew beforehand that Mrs. 
Campbell's Mélisande was as beautiful as 
the thing could conceivably be. It was 
amusing to see Mme. Bernhardt playing 
Pélléas. Just as it would be amusing to see 
Mr, Fry or Mr. Warner standing up at the 
wicket with a broomstick.

Bernhardt is now on tour in the 
provinces, while Mrs. Campbell is playing 
at the Vaudeville in ‘Warp and Woof.” 
When Mme. Bernhardt returns to London 
“Pélléas and Mélisande’”’ will be seen 
at the Vaudeville, and subsequently Mrs. 
Campbell will give a few special perform- 
ances of “The Second Mrs. Tanqueray,” 
and not long after will start for her Amer- 
ican tour.

If sometimes, during the past week, those 
most earnestly and prayerfully solicitous 
for the complete restoration of the Demo- 
cratic Party to health and sanity have felt 


depressed by certain convention incidents 
relating to the money question, it is cer- 
tainly now time for them and for all who 
love true Democracy to calmly survey the 
situation as it appears since the dust and 
swelter of convention controversy have 
passed away. 

Such ‘a survey is full of congratulation 
and hope. In the first place, it creates the 
assurance that the National Democracy as 
an organization has been freed from the 
financial delusions that have made it weak, 
and has entered upon a period of old-time 
vigor and strength. This is too apparent 
for denial. No action of Democracy’s repre- 
sentatives assembled in the late convention 
ean be construed in any other way than as 
an acknowledgment of the establishment 
of the gold standard and a willing pledge to 
its maintenance. This condition should c. 
itself be sufficient to so fill our measure of 
satisfaction as to cause us to forget any 
fears or trepidation that may have vexed us 
during the days just past. 

I do not overlook the fact that two clear 
and unimpeached verdicts of the people 
stand recorded in favor of the gold stand- 
ard, and that its perpetuity has been se- 
cured by Federal enactment; but I insist 
that, in refusing to indulge any further free 
silver or double standard vagaries, the con- 
vention did not, on account of existing con- 
ditions, merely make a virtue of necessity, 
but that it voiced, instead, an actual and 
wholesome change in sentiment among the 
rank and file of Democracy. Herein is 
found abundantly sufficient cause for grati- 
tude and congratulation on the part of all 
those who love true Democracy. 

I want to go further than this, and to 
express a reverent belief that certain con- 
vention occurrences, apparently untoward, 
have worked together for Democracy'’s 
good, and that a happy outcome has been 
reached through a leading wiser and more 
certain than the wit of man could have de- 
vised. Senator Tillman and I have occasion- 
eliy differed; but I hope he wil take no of- 
fense if I applaud and give hearty concur- 
rence to his expression of the belief that 
“ Providence has taken kindly hold on our 
affairs.”’ 

Of course, it would have been a matter of 
great satisfaction to those of us who have 
always been unyielding and insistent gold 
standard Democrats if we could have had 
a declaration in the platform committing 
our party in distinct terms to the accept- 
a@nice and constant defense and maintenance 
of the gold standard—not because of an un- 
expected increase in gold production, but 
on grounds of economic wisdom and Na- 
tional honor. 

As protestations of affection never fa- 
tigue, so those who supremely love a safe 
ftanéard for our people’s money cannot 
hea: often that the gold standard is 
immutably fixed. Nevertheless, as an orig- 
inal proposition, such a platform assurance 
necessary either on sentimental 
giounds or to make gold standard condi- 
tions more certain. They were as un- 
changeably settled as they could be—with 
or without platform declaration. 

It must be confessed, however, that ior- 
bidding portents were in the Demo- 
cratic sky when a platform deliverance in- 
tended to pass as a recognition and ap- 
proval of the gold standard was rejected 
after discussion in the Platform Commit- 
tee, leaving no substituted expression of 
any kind in its place; and when, thereupon, 
a platform containing no reference to the 
gold standard was approved by the conven- 
tion. 

The trepidation and disappointment which 
immediately supervened among the masses 
of the expectant Democracy did not arse 
from the mere absence of any statement 
concerning the gold standard, but it repre- 
sented a perfect and perhaps instinctive re- 
alization of the confusion and misappro- 
hensicn caused among themselves and the 
immense advantage given to their political 
enemies by proposing, in a fashion, to de- 
clare for the gold standard and after dis- 
cussion refusing to do so. 

At this critical moment the sun appeared 
and scattered every evil portent. In this 
time of fear and gloom a leader came to 
the Democratic hosts. A quiet, able, re- 
served man had been selected as the Dem- 
ocracy’s candidate for the Presidency. lis 
sterling and constant adherence to party 
had been fully avouched that it was 
nearly supposed that no action of the or- 
ganization would provoke his protest.

PRESIDENT HAS AN EASY DAY. 


Hears of Beef Strike Settlement and 
Mrs. Maybrick’s Release. 
Special to The New York Times, 

OYSTER BAY, L. LL. July 20.—President 
Roosevelt, through the Department of 
State, received notification to-day of the 
release of Mrs. Maybrick from the British 
prison in which she has been confined for 
several years. 

There were no official callers at Sagamore 
Hill to-day. The President spent most of 
the day on the grounds surrounding his 
home playing tennis with the children and 
otherwise seeking to amuse himself and 
them. During the morning he put some 
finishing touches on his speech of accept- 
ance. 

Mr. Roosevelt received news of the settle- 
ment of the beef strike at 9:30 o'clock to- 
night. It was telephoned from the Execu- 
tive offices. Secretary Loeb was with the 
President, and Mr. Roosevelt expressed 
great satisfaction at the settlement of the 
trouble.

Defeat, Asserts ex-Controller. 


BILLS UPHELD BY SENATOR 


Mr. Coler Declares in His Statement 


That He Himself Is Not Looking 
for Any Nomination. 


Bird 8S. Coler issued an anti-McCarren 
statement yesterday, referring to the State 
Senator as the representative of the com- 
mercial lobby in the Legislature. The state- 
ment was in part as follows: 

‘*My motives and purposes in taking an 
active part in Democratic politics in the 
Borough of Brooklyn have been misunder- 
stood by some persons, while others have 
s0 persistently misrepresented me that I 
have decided to make this statement. 

*““When I entered upon the’ present con- 
test I did so with the full understanding 
that I should by such action eliminate my- 
self from consideration for nomination this 
year, perhaps for all time, for any office 
within the gift of my party; therefore any 
charge against me of self-seeking is with- 
out foundation. 

“In the present struggle I am not fight- 
ing against individuals as such. I am fight- 
ing a system that is wrong, a system that 
is dangerous to the best interests of the 
Democratic Party, to the best interests of 
the City of New York and the Borough of 
Brooklyn. Senator McCarren says that he 
is fighting for political autonomy and inde- 
pendence of the borough. His record gives 
the lie to his assertion. He is fighting for 
the preservation and upbuilding of a per- 
sonal political machine that in principle and 
action is opposed to the best interests of 
Brooklyn. Senator McCarren, judged by 
his record, represents the advanced spirit 
of commercial politics and lobby element in 
public life. He stands as the defender, if 
not the chosen representative, of the pro- 
moters of get-rich-quick combinations in 
both parties. 

“In the Legislature Senator McCarren 
voted for the Ramapo Water Bill of 1896, 
defended the Sugar Trust, voted for and 
advocated the North River Bridge and 
West Street Grab Bill. When the former 
City of Brooklyn had to have a bridge to 
New York, it paid two-thirds of the cost. 
Senator McCarren voted for the bill for 
the Greater New York to pay the entire 
cost of the bridge over the North River, 
an improvement that would have turned 
the tide of population and public improve- 
ments from Brooklyn and Long Island, to 
New Jersey.

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TAMMANY, IMPATIENT, 
AWAITS MURPHY’S WORD 


District Leaders Think That Chief 
Should Take Action. 


PROMISES 


CITY ELECTION 


Murphy Hasn’t Congratulated Parker 
and No Date Has Been Set for 
Ratification of Ticket. 


Word has been received by the advisers of 
Leader Charles F. Murphy of Tammany 
Hall that he will be back in New York on 
Saturday. There was a good deal of in- 
terest manifested yesterday in Tammany 
circles over a dispatch from Detroit pub- 
lished in THE New Yorx Times, which 
stated that when Mr. Murphy was asked 
“upon what terms Tammany would make 
peace with Senator McCarren, so that 
Judge Parker would have the support of 
the united Democracy of New York. Mr. 
Murphy declared that he would not discuss 
politics until his return to New York.” 

The fact that Leader Murphy has not yet 
seen fit to send a telegram of congratula- 
tion to Judge Parker and the statement of 
Senator Plunkitt that Tammany might not 
find time to ratify the Parker and Davis 
ticket until the Fall, have caused an un- 
easiness among Tammany politicians which 
has been only partially allayed by the fact 
that Mr. Murphy authorized Senator Victor 
J. Dowling to represent him at the big 
Democrajic conference at the Heffman 
House Monday evening. 

It is the impression among most of the 
Tammany leaders that Leader Murphy will 
arrange for a ratification of the National 
ticket immediately upon his return. If he 
should fail to do.so it is more than prob- 
able that strife ‘in the organization will 
threaten Mr. Murphy’s leadership. Many of 
the district leaders do not hesitate to ex- 
press privately their disapproval of the 
course which Mr. Murphy is pursuing. They 
believe that he should have taken action 
without delay which would have put the 
loyalty of Tammany to the National ticket 
beyond question. The expectation .which 
they have, that he will atone for his dila- 
toriness on his return from Mount Clemens, 
is restraining them from condemnatory or 
critical expression, but if when he comes 
back Mr. Murphy still hesitates to relieve 
the organization from the suspicion of even 
lukewarmness, they will lose all patience 
with him and he will hear things that will 
be disagreeable. 

Some of the most long-headed of the lead- 
ers in Tammany regard the course taken 
by Mr. Murphy, if persisted in much longer, 
as suicidal for the organization. Their fear 
is that unless Murphy demonstrates to the 
Democratic voters of the city that he in- 


tends to play absolutely fair so far as the 
election of tne National ticket is concerned, 
Democrats not allied with the organization 
will take revenge on Tammany in the next 
municipal election. They do not forget the 
premises which the organization leaders 
made in the last Mayoralty campaign to 
win back thé {independent Democratic vote, 
namely, that the eiection of the city ticket 
was necessary to Democratic success in the 
Nation. Mr. Murphy will be forcibly re- 
minded of these promises on his return. 
The charge of bad faith against Tammany, 
if it fails to give loyal and hearty support 
to the National ticket, will rest upon the 
pledges given in the Mayoralty campaign 
by Mr. McClellan, Bourke Cockran, Charles 
A. Towne, and other Democratic orators. 
In his speech accepting the Democratic 
nomination Mr. McClellan said: 

“The election of the ticket you have nom- 
inated will be but a step in the direction of 
Democratic supremacy throughout the 
Union. Success at the polls this year is not 
enough; it must be followed by a govern- 
ment of the city so efficient, so excellent 
that it will disarm criticism and meet the 
expectations of the Democrats throughout 
the country. If the Democratic Party on 
attaining power is to retain it, it must show 
itself worthy of the trust. 

“To secure the success of the Demo- 
cratic ticket at the polls will require the 
ceaseless activity of every Democrat in 
New York. Democrats may differ before 
the party convention, as it is their right to 
do, but when the wishes of the majority

That Tammany has concluded not to ask 
the nomination of Mayor McClellan for 
Governor was the information which came 
yesterday from influential Tammany 
sources. From the same sources it was 
learned that there is a strong probability of 
Tammany coming out for District Attorney 
Jerome for the head of the State ticket. 

Tammany, it was explained, would rather 
see Mayor McClellan nominated than, any 
other Democrat if circumstances were such 
that it could voice its preference for him 
but the assertion is made that Tammany 
will not permit Mr. McClellan to be drafted, 
even if Judge Parker should urge his being 
named, for the reason that the nomination 
of the Mayor for Governor would be a 
menace to the ‘continued supremacy of 
Charles F. Murphy in the Tammany organ- 
ization. If Mayor McClellan should be nom- 
inated and elected, Charles V. Fornes would 
succeed him as Mayor. 

It has been common talk among Demo- 
cratic politicians for months past that Mr. 
Fornes is politically allied to the Sullivans, 
and Leacer Murphy and his aavisers are 
said to fear that if they consented to Mayor 
McClellan taking the Gubernatorial nomi- 
nation they would open the way for an alli- 
ance between McCarren and the Sullivans 
which would result in the overthrow of the 
present leadership of the Tammany organ- 
ization. : :

HUYLER TELLS HOW HIS 
WIFE SWINDLED MARSH 


Gives History of Fraud Practiced 
by Alleged Medium. 


CALLED DUPE HER “SUN KING” 


Mrs. Huyler Had But Little Money 


When She Won Marsh’s 
Confidence. 


Speciai to The New York Times. 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., July 20.—John J. 
Huyler of Middletown to-day made a state- 
ment which tells the complete history of 
the methods used by his dead wife, Clarissa 
J. Huyler, in-forming the acquaintance of 
and securing ascendency over the late 
Luther R. Marsh, the New York lawyer, 
onte Daniel Webster’s partner, and dupe of 
the “spook picture ” fraud of the notorious 
Ann O’Delia Diss Debar. 

The story would never have been told 
had it not been for the suit instituted 
against him by the executors of Clarissa 
J. Huyler for the recovery of diamonds be- 
longing at one time to Mr. Marsh. Mr. 
Marsh loaned the gems to her, and, con- 
vinced that he would die first, Mrs. 
Huyler made a will bequeathing them to 
her heirs. She died first, and Mr. Marsh 
took possession of the diamonds. When 
death came, in turn, to him, it was found 
that the jewels, with his other property, 
had been bequeathed to Mr. Huyler. 

Mr. Huyler seems much aggzvieved that 
Juage Marean, before whom he recently 
brought an action against the executors of 
his dead wife, should have thrown his com- 
plaint out of court on the ground that he 
was a party to the fraud he charges was 
practiced b: Mrs. Huyler upon Mr. Marsh. 
He said this afternoon: 

“Judge Marean had no right to call me 
as bad as my wife, because I warned Mr. 
Marsh every time I could. Mr. Marsh 
bought the @Giamonds at odd times and 
loaned them to her. I™never had posses- 
sion of the jewels. Mr, Marsh had them 
until he died.” 

Mr. Huyler, in the presence of his law- 
yer, Daniel Finn, then gave the whole 
story of the method employed in ensnar- 
ing Mr. Marsh. He said: 

“About the year 1890 my wife, who had 
heard of Luther R. Marsh’s belief in spir- 
its and knew that Mr. Marsh lived at 
Brockton, Mass., went there for the ex- 
press purpose of seeing him. She knew that 
he was wealthy. Arriving at Brockton, 
Mrs. Huyler found that Marsh was at a 
Spiritualist camp meeting being held near 
Dunkirk. She went there to meet him. 
After being introduced, she told him that 
she was a medium and had held communi- 
cations with his wife and several intimate 
departed friends. She stayed by Marsh and 
finally invited him to come to Middletown 
to iive with her. 

“Marsh came to Middletown and pur- 
chased the house and lot at No. 12 Ben- 
ton Avenue. Mrs. Huyler, through her 
profession of mediumistic power, then got 
Marsh to transfer the title of this property 
to her. Marsh owned a house and lot in 
New York City, and as soon as Mrs. Huy- 
ler found this out she made the spirits tell 
Marsh to transfer it to her. This he did. 
She also obtained title to a house and lot 
on Grant Street, Middletown.” 

Mr. Marsh had an income during life 
fmounting to $3,100 a year, of which Mrs. 
Huyler secured the greater part. He also 
had paid-up insurance policies which netted 
over $18,000. Mrs. Huyler was a long 
time getting Mr. Marsh to transfer these 
Policies, as Mr. Huyler, according to his 
own statement, repeatedly warned Mr. 
Marsh that he was being duped by Mrs. 
Huyler. 

Through her mediumistic powers Mrs. 
Hiuyler induced Marsh to disbelieve what 
Huyler had said to him about obtaining 
money through the medium of spirits. He 
would believe nothing wrong of her. Huy- 
ler’s statement continues: 

“My wife frequently remonstrated with 
me because I didn’t believe in spiritualistic 
manifestations, and said I was trying to 
keep Marsh from letting her have property 
and money, She tried to and did keep away 
from our house all persons who were not 
under her influence. She told Marsh that 
the spirits warned her that certain persons 
were bad and must be kept away from the 
house, because their influence would tend 
to shorten his life before his work was 
done. This had great effect on Mr. Marsh. 
an illustration of her methods used to 
<eep control over Mr. Marsh, on March 18, 
ry she wrote him a letter in which she 
Bail: 

mee Dear Sun King: Chief, the letter from 
Miss Thomas was, I am sure, very largely 
the expression of a desire for your society, 
almost imperative Perhaps they had no 
motive but the promotion of your hap- 
piness, but Sunsette says you did well not 
to go. She says she can watch over and 
prolong your life in the temple. Outside 
of that you cannot live. Neither do your 
spirit friends wish you to live elsewhere. 
Your Jennie (Marsh’s @ead wife) says if 
you are discontented where they have kept 
you and taken care of you so long, she can 
take you to the spirit side with herself 
and other loved ones. But it is better to 
remain on this side in the mortal a while 
longer until you have finished up your life 
here entirely.’ 

“After she got the life insurance poli- 
cies transferred to her she told Marsh to 
have nothing to do with outsiders, and he 
had comparatively few friends. My wife 
never had over one or two thousand dollars 
in her life until she met Marsh. She was 
a woman of strong individuality, and dom- 
inated everybody who came within her 
sphere of influence. She was exceedingly 
adroit in all that she did. She completely 
dominated the mind of Marsh, and obtained 
a total of between $35,000 and $40,000. She 
Was a woman well read. Such was her 
influence that she even induced me to 
tramsfer to her a good share of my prop- 
erty, amounting to about $25,000, although 
I knew ali ‘the time that she was prac- 
ticing fraud and deception upon me as well 
@s on Marsh. 

“Not until after her death did Marsh 
realize that he had been one of her victims. 
Before her death she did not allow Marsh 
to make acquaintances. Afterward no man 
was better or more favorably known. 

“Shortly before Marsh's death he stated 
to a lawyer that I had been his best friend, 
and had stood by and taken care of him 
during his old age. He told the lawyer 
that I had warned him against my wife, 
@nd that he knew she was obtaining money 
threugh her alleged spiritualistic medium.”’ 

Mr. Huyler said that the testimony of 
Mrs. Alice Augusta Fink, who said that 
Mrs. Huyter had told her she “ hoped that 
old fool Marsh would die before she did, as 
she had things fixed to get his money,’’ was 
true in its entirety. 

Mr. Huyler said also that the testimony 
oi Mrs. Margaret Decker, wife of Daniel F. 
ae. a New York lawyer, was true. Mrs. 

ecker testified, in part, as follows: “ Mrs. 
Huyler told me that under the influence of 
spirits and _ herself, r. Marsh would do 
anything. I did not ‘know at first about 
her relations with Mr. Marsh. I attended 
the séances because I was amused.”’ 


WOMAN FOUND DEAD IN FLAT. 


Police Say She Was Murdered—Coroner 
Calls Case Suicide. 


Mrs, Gertrude Kramer was found dead 
early yesterday morning in her flat in the 
rear of the fourth floor of 209 
East LEightieth Street. Coron Jack- 
s0n, after an investigation, is of the opinion 
that the woman committed suicide by tak- 
ing poison. The police believe that the 
woman’s death is suspicious, and are look- 
ing for James Murphy, a boarder in the 
woman’s home. An autopsy will be held 
on the body this morning. 

When the police found the woman’s body 
it was lying in a natural position on a 
sofa. There were no signs of a struggle, 
and beside the woman was a glass with a 
white sediment in it. The police found 
what they believe to be strangle marks 
on the woman’s throat. The Coroner says 
these—eare due to natural discolorations. 
Mrs. Kramer was the wife of Ajfred 
Kramer, a butcher at 591 Hudson Street, 
but she had not been living with him for 


elmost two years. 


MASPETH POST OFFICE ROBBED. 


$1,000 in Stamps and Money Taken— 
Amateurs, Police Think. 


The Post Office at Columbia Avenue and 
Grand Street, Maspeth, Queens, was brok- 
en into by five men early yesterday morn- 
ing and about $1,000 in stamps and money 
was taken. No arrests as yet have been 
made, but the police have hopes of locat- 
ing the men in the Ridgewood section of 
Brooklyn before many hours. The police 
do not think that the work was done by 
professionals from the way they went 
about dynamiting the safe in securing the 
booty. 

About 2 o’clock in the morning the peo- 
ple living in the immediate vicinity of the 
Post Office, which is a little, one-story 
frame building, were suddenly awakened 
by the sound of an explosion.. A trolley 
ear coming from North Beach was pass- 


ing the door at the time, and the motor- 
man brought the car to a sudden stop. The 
people, seeing smoke coming out of the 
window of the Post Office, rushed over, 
thinking there was a fire. Two of the resi- 
dents who got there early saw five men 
rush out of the back door, and from the de- 
scription given the police they were all 
dressed in black and that they were big 
men and two of them carried small satch- 
els. A policeman who was on the trolley 
car bound for home came over and investi- 
gated the matter, and found that the safe 
had been blown open and that a part of 
the upper part of the office was destroyed 
by the force of the explosion: 

Detective McGrattan found a number of 
registered letters and packages strewed 
along the road to the cemetery, and sev- 
eral others found other letters, all of 
which had been opened. Four twenty-dol- 
lar bills were found later in the day by 
citizens, which were turned over to the 


police.

FRANCE HAS SENT AN 
ULTIMATUM TO ROME 


Demands Withdrawal of Letters 
Ordering Bisnops to Resign. 


RUPTURE THOUGHT INEVITABLE 


French Officials Do Not Believe the Vat- 
ican Will Give Way, but Expect An- 
swer Will Be Delayed. 


PARIS, July 20.—The text of Foreign 
Minister Delcassé’s note to the Vatican was 
communicated to the Council of Ministers 
to-day. The note is semi-officially stated 
to be as follows: 

“The French Government asks for the 
withdrawal pure and simple of the letters 
the Vatican addressed to thé Bishops of 
Laval and Dijon, which are considered to 
be a breach of the Concordat, as France 
had not previously been consulted relative 
to the dismissal of the Bishops. 

“In default of compliance, the Holy See 
is advised that the Pontifical Nuncio at 
Paris will receive his passports, and that 
relations will be severed.” 

The Journal des Débats characterizes the 
note as an ultimatum, and says that unless 
éntire satisfaction is given, a complete 
rupture will follow immediately, the per- 
sonnel of the French Embassy to the Vati- 
can being withdrawn simultaneously with 
the delivery of the passports to the Nuncio. 

The Vatican’s answer has not yet been 
received. It is expected that the question 
will be maturely considered before an an- 
swer is given, and therefore the Council 
does not anticipate a determination of the 
issue before August. 

The officials incline to the belief that a 
rupture is inevitable, as unofficial advices 
from Rome indicate that the Vatican does 
not intend to comply with the request to 
withdraw the letters calling for the resig- 
nations of the Bishops. 

Count Boni de Castellane, as a member of 
the Chamber of Deputies, has addressed a 
letter to Premier Combes declaring that che 
Premier is trying to precipitate a division 
between Church and State durifig the abd- 
sence of Parliament, and that he intends 
to interpellate the Government on the sub- 
ject when Parliament reassembles. 


JUSTICE ATTACKS LAWYER. 


Plainfield Courtroom the Scene of a 
Physical Encounter. 


Special to The New York Times. 
PLAINFIELD, July 20.—Justice Hezekiah 
Hand, the Democratic leader of Plainfield, 
attacked Lawyer ¥. W. Nash, Jr., in his 
courtroom this afternoon, knocking him 
down and cutting his neck as well as in- 
flicting bruises on his leg and other parts 
of his body. Mr. Nash had refused to 
comply with the Justice’s order to leave 
the courtroom, and the latter rushed upon 
him, the lawyer making no defense against 
the blows. 

The quarrel was started when Mr. Nash 
challenged the Justice’s right to sit in a 
contract case. William G. De Meza and 
Walter Hetfield, Sr., two other local law- 
vers, separated the pair. Mrs. Lucy Fair- 
banks, a witness in the case, fainted when 
she saw the two angry men clinching with 
each other on the floor of the courtroom. 
Two hours after the fight Mr. Nash took a 
train for Sea Girt to lay the matter before 
Gov, Murphy, whom he will ask to revoke 
the Justice’s commission. 


JAILER ROUTS LYNCHERS. 


Knocks Mob Leader Down and Saves 
Richmond Negro Accused of Murder.

RICHMOND, Va., July 20.—That Roy 
Seals, a negro, accused of the murder of a 
while man, is alive to-day is due largely to 
the personal bravery of Richard L. Wool- 
folk, jailor of Danville. 

After midnight this morning a mob of 
nearly one hundred white men advanced on 
the jail. In a narrow alley leading to the 
prison entrance Jailer Woolfolk was at- 
tacked by ‘‘ Dan” Talley, one of the lead- 
ers of the crowd, and a struggle ensued be- 
tween the men. Woolfolk threw Talley 
and placed him under arrest, whereupon 
the mob dispersed. 

Judge Aiken has ordered a special Grand 
Jury to convene to-morrow to inqujre into 
the riot. 

The officers are expecting another at- 
tempt on the part of the mob to-night. All 


of the military of the city is in St. Louis 
and the police will have to handle the situa- 
tion alone. The Mayor is determined that 
the prisoner shall not be taken.

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TEXTILE WORKERS TO STRIKE. 


30,000 Employes of Fall River Cotton 
Mills to Walk Out. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., July 20.—By a vote 
of 1,510 to 896 the textile workers to-night 
decided to strike on July 25 in all of the 
so-called. union cotton mills of this city in 
which. 12% per cent. reduction in wages has 
been announced to become operative hext 
Monday. Thirty thousand employes are af- 
fected. 

Secretary Whitehead of the Bweavers’ 
Union in his calf to the members states 
that the action of the manufacturers in or- 
dering the reduction ist “indefensible and 
not a remedy for the present unsatisfactory 
conditions.’’ The National organization of 
United Textile Workers is in sympathy 
with the strike sentiment. 


EXTEND CARPENTERS’ LOCKOUT 


Employers Call Off Men in 25-Mile Cir- 
cuit About Manhattan. 


The Master Carpenters’ Association ex- 
tended the lock-out of the members of the 
Brotherhood of Carpenters yesterday from 
the Borough of Manhattan to a radius 
of twenty-five miles around Manhattan. If 
this does not bring the carpenters to terms 
other measures will be put into effect. In 
the meantime this latest extension of the 
lockout throws idle about 1500 more car- 
penters on ccntracts of the Master Car- 
penters’ Association in Brooklyn, Jersey 
City, Westchester County, and the outlying 
districts of the Greater New York. 

No effort has been made by the Brother- 
hvod of Carpenters to man the contract of 
the George C. Flint Company, at Sixtieth 
Street and Fifth Avenue, and the carpen- 
ters say that nothing will induce them to 
do it until union timber is handled at the 
building. Charles L. Eidlitz, President of 
the Building Trades Employers’ Associa- 
tion, said yesterday that the /employers 
‘vill extend the lock-out still further if the 
carpenters do not come to terms. 

“They are the losers by not acceding to 
our ultimatum,” he continued. ‘‘ They have 
lost $50,000 in wages already. No other 
union but that of the carpenters is af- | 
fected by the lock-out, and it will extend to 
no other unions unless they violate the 
arbitration agreement. It is folly for the 
delegates of the Carpenters’ to try to 
belittle the lock-out. Out of 250 employers, 
we have up to date received notification 
from 150 of the largest that they have 
locked out their men. There are, I be- 
lieve, from 4,000 to 5,000 locked out, as 
some of them would not notify us im- 
mediately. The only way in which the dead- 
lock can be ended is by the Brotherhood 
manning the Flint contract.” 

The officers of the Brotherhood said yes- 
terday that the employers might go ahead 
with their plans without altering the situ- 
ation unless the George C. Flint Company 
used union timber.

The town was 
profoundly stirred when pretty Nellie 
Cropsey disappeared, and her body was 
subsequently found in the Pasquotank 
River. Now Miss Camille Ehringhaus, 
one of the most popular young wo- 
ren in the town and a recognized belle, 
is missing. She disappeared from her home 
on Monday last and up to a late hour to- 
night not the slightest trace of here where- 
abouts has been obtained. 

Telephone messages have been sent to 
Edenton, Herefort, and other near-by 
towns for volunteer searchers. Bloodhounds 
may be pressed into sefvice. The police of 
Norfolk have been requested to aid in .ne 
search, and a similar request will be made 
of other cities. Miss Ehringhaus was last 
seen near her home. 


DESERTED BY AGED WIFE. 


Mrs. Riker, 65 and Almost Blind, Wants 
to be a Fortune Teller. 


PATERSON, N. J., July 20.—When Cor- 
nelius Riker, who is sixty-five years of 
age, returned to his home at the corner of 
Crosby and Sherman Avenues, this city, 
last night, he learned that his aged wife 
had deserted him to go with a traveling 
tribe who made a livelihood telling fort- 
unes.

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MEAT STRIKE ENDED; 
THE PACKERS GAVE IN

of the strike spreading, the Allied Trades 
Unions took a hand in the controversy, 
As many of the old employes as can be 
reached to-night by the officials of the 
union will be notified to return to work 
to-morrow morning. All the strikers who 
appear at the plants will be put to work 
as fast as possible and by to-morrow night 


it is believed that all the establishments in 
Chicago will be running with full forces. 

A s@'ke of the strike breakers during the 
early day resulted in an increase of wages 
to the non-union men employed to take the 
anne of former employes in the packing 
1ouses, Three hundred and fifty laborers 
struck for more wages. They had been get- 
ting $3 aday. After a fifteen-minute strike 
wages were increased to $4 and $5 a day. 

Despite the final disposition of the contro- 
versy it is known that at to-day’s-meeting 
of the representatives of the various pack- 
ing firms the entire strike situation was 
talked over, and it was agreed that the 
packers should adhere to their original pro- 
gramme—that their new non-union and 
union men who had deserted the strikers to 
return to work should be retained in case 
a settlement was effected. 

President Donnelly of the Butchers’ Union 
said before going into the joint conference 
this afternoon that the packers must 
change their attitude on this point. 

“Unless the packers meet us half way,” 
he said, ‘‘ they will find a hard business 
road ahead. We have no further conces- 
sions to offer, and we shall insist that all 
the strikers be taken back.” 

Both sides were thus positive in their pre- 
conference declarations. It is significant 
that the packers were the ones to recede 
from their stand. 


J. 0. ARMOUR HEARS OF PEACE. 


Adjustment of Prices Will Be Slow— 
Strikers Glad of Peace. 


J. Ogden Armour, at the Waldorf-Astoria 
last night, said that he had been notified 
by long-distance telephone from Chicago 
that the beef strike had been settled. He 
said: ‘‘Arrangements have been made 
which now only await ratification by the 
union. It remains to be seen whether that 
ratification will be forthcoming.’’ He add- 
ed that he had received the details of the 
settlement but roughly and did not care 
to discuss them at the present time. When 
asked if the strike was settled for good he 
laughed and said: ‘‘ Men may come and men 
may go, but strikes go on forever.” 

The news that yesterday’s conference in 
Chicago had resulted in a settlement of the 
differences between the Beef Trust and its 
striking employes was greeted with general 
satisfaction on the part of most of the 
large dealers here. The general opinion ex- 
pressed by men in the trade, however, was 
that some time would pass before wholesale 
and retail prices in packing products would 
return to the level on which they were be- 
fore strike rumors began to fill the air. 

Mr. A. P. Berry, manager of the Metro- 
politan Hotel and Steamship Supply Com- 
pany, one of the largest concerns in the 
city, summed up the situation as follows: 

“‘I believe there will be a slight drop in 
the wholesale market to-morrow, but it 
may be weeks before the prices will return 
to their normal level. There is no doubt 
that heavy inroads have been made on the 
reserve stocks, and I expect to see high 
prices maintained until these have been re- 
plenished. This may take some weeks. The 
process of slaughtering out West and ship- 
ping the dressed product here takes about 
a week. Then some time is required for 
cooling before the beef is put on the mar- 
ket.”’ 

What the small retail butchers will do is 
largely a matter of speculation. Under the 
plea that beef was very scarce and whole- 
sale prices exorbitant, they have been busy 
raising the cry of ‘‘ beef famine ”’ and hoist- 
ing prices until the public for the last two 
or three days have shunned the butchers’ 
shops. The general opinion last night *was 
that the news of the settlement would com- 


pel a material decrease in retail rates. The 
wholesale dealers and packers are united in 
declaring that there is an abundance of 
meat in the city to-day. 

Three cents marked the maximum in- 
crease in wholesale rates for beef from 
straight cattle while the strike lasted. Since 
the beginning of the present week an ex- 
ceedingly dull market has induced a falling 
off, until yesterday the increase over the 
rates prevailing prior to the strike for 
dressed beef from straight cattle of good 
quality ranged from 1 to 2 cents per pound, 
according to quality. 

Organizer FEichelberger of the local 
branches of the Amalgamated Meat Cut- 
ters and Butchers’ Workmen of America, 
said last night that he had not as yet 
been officially notified of the outcome of 
the conference. 

“If the news is authentic, which I do not

news indeed. There are about twelve or 
fourteen local branches of the Meat Cut- 
ters in this city, and as soon as I am 
officially informed regarding the outcome 
of the conference, I will have meetings of 
all the various locals and make arrange- 
ments for the resumption of work. This 
will probably be effected without any con- 
siderable difficulty in this city, as there 
is no local friction between the packing 
eoncerns and \the men, and [I expect to see 
everything working smoothly by Monday 
at the latest. I want to say on behalf of 
the union that we are very gratefui to the 
press for its fair and kind attitude toward 
us in this struggle.” 


GERMAN BARON FELLS STEERS. 


Swift’s Resident Physician Wields Mal- 
let in the Killing Beds.

CHICAGO, IIL, July 20.—Baron Rupert 
F. von Kotsch, graduate of Heidelberg Uni- 
versity, scion of a noble German house, 
savant in medicine, and resident physi- 
cian of Swift & Co.’s hospital in the 
stockyards, has been “ knocking” cattle 
in Swift's slaughter house. 

Dr. von Kotsch exchanged the scalpel 
for the maul during the early days of the 
strike, and was, in fact, one of the first 
of the Swift office and professional con- 
tingent to volunteer for the arduous work 
of the ‘‘ killing beds.” He is known from 


one end of the yards to the other, as he 
has been several years in the employ of 
Swift & Co.

RUSSIA IN THE RED SEA. 

The excitement produced in London by 
the seizure of a British liner in the Red 
Sea, on the part of a Russian cruiser of 
which the status is apparently irregular, 
is entirely natural and intelligible. When 
Great Britain happens to be a neutral 
she is naturally a great stickler for the 
rights of. neutrals. And undoubtedly the 
action of the: Russidn commander who 
seized the Malacca was of the most wan- 
tonly provocative kind. It was so high- 
handed as to suggest that those Britons 
may have something to say for them- 
selves who take seriously the supposi- 
tion to which we referred yesterday, that 
Russia is bent upon embroiling herself 
with neutrals in order to escape the hu- 
miliation of yielding to Japan in a 
single-handed contest. That hypothesis 
derives plausibility from the fact that 
the Russians in the Red Sea are treating 
Germany, whom mankind regards as 
their friend, as high-handedly as Great 
Britain, whom Russians regard as an en- 
emy. Trojan and Tyrian are treated by 
Russia with no discrimination. 


At the same time, it is difficult to im- 
agine that the British Government is 
taking the counsel of the hotter-headed 
naval officers who advocate the seizure 
of the Petersburg and her prize and the 
release of the latter, with permission to 
resume her interrupted voyage. That 
would unquestionably be an act of war. 
Sir WILLIAM Harcourt, who as “ His- 
toricus’’ has a high authority among 
test writers on international law, says: 
“Thave no hesitation in laying it down 
as an unquestionable principle of inter- 
national law that as between the neutral 
and the belligerent Governments a capt- 
ure by a belligerent cruiser is to be pre- 
sumed lawful until the prize court has 
pronounced it illegitimate.”’ 


It is quite true, as we pointed out yes- | 


terday, that a Russian prize court does 
not and can not command the same con- 
fidence as a prize court of a nation more 
civilized than Russia, from the point of 
view of jurisprudence. But the British 
Government.is bound to attach as full 
feith and credit to the findings of a 
Russian prize court as if it were as im- 
partial a tribunal as a British Court of 
Admiralty, presided over by a Lord 
STOWELL. It cannot discredit in advance 
the decision of such a court and dispute 
by force the lawfulness of the capture of 
the Malacca without furnishing Russia 
with a casus belli. 


And then it is by no means certain 
that the Malacca is not lawful prize, and 
would not be so held by a prize court of 
any-civilized nation. She was confessed- 
ly on her way to the port of an enemy of 
Russia’s, and she was confessedly carry- 
ing contraband of war. It is true that 
her owners declare that the only contra- 
band she carried was consigned to the 
neutral and intermediate port of Hong- 
kong. But, in all the circumstances of 
the voyage, it would be very strange if 
this were so. For it is to be remembered 
that, when the Malacca sailed, the whole 
coufee of her voyage, from London to 
Yokohama, Was supposed to be as safe as 
the Thames from the molestations of 
Russian cruisers. Admiral SKRYDLOFF, 
bold as he has shown himself, has not 
ventured so far south as the track of 
steamers bound from Hongkong to Yoko- 
hama. Undoubtedly, neither shippers nor 
shipowners, when the Malacca sailed, 
were. giving a thought to the risk of 
seizure in transit. And, since the chief 
mee@ of Japanese customers of British 
manufacturers is just now for articles 
contraband of war, it would be wonderful 
if the Malacca were not largely laden 
with such articles, and consequently a 
Jawful prize if, against all expectation, 
Fiussia should be fortunate enough. to 
intercept her, as she has in fact been. 

Doubtless every ship that has cleared 
from a British for a Japanese port since 
the war began has been in a similar sit- 
‘gation and exposed to a like risk, which 
Was thought to be norisk. That is doubt-

The 
real safeguard for British ships carry- 
ing such contraband does not lie with 
Great Britain, although Sir Epmunp 
FREMANTLH’sS suggestion of a man-of-war 
to convoy every British merchantman in 
the Red Sea and prevent her seizure is 
rather less repugnant to international 
law than the proposition to rescue the 
merchantman after she has been seized 
and the legitimacy of the seizure is in 
the way to be judicially determined. If 
there be in Japanese folk-lore anything 
analogous to the story of the coachman 
whose dogs had been maltreated by 
neighboring dogs, and who painted a 
bulldog into a tolerable imitation of a 
coach dog for the purpose of revenge, 
the method of dealing with the Russian 
“volunteer fleet” will readily suggest 
itself to the Japanese mind. Let Japan 
buy a P. and O. ship, which can probably 
be had cheaper than she could have been 
had a week ago, and, putting on board a 
Japanese crew and an armament dis- 
tinctly more powerful than that of the 
Smolensk or the Petersburg, let her 
steam up the Red Sea, flying a delusive 
Royal Mail pennant, and looking for 
trouble. She would doubtless find it, and 
with it the means of putting a stop to 
the annoying Russian practice of prying 
into the private affairs of British mer- 
chant steamers. 


JUDGE PARKER'S CURRENCY VIEWS. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I beg to call your attention to the follow- 
ing from an editorial in Monday’s issue: 
“The Republican Party has held power 
for eight years by the aid of Democrats 
and Independents who were forced to 
choose between supporting that party or 
endangering the credit and prosperity of 
the whole country.” 

Taking this to be-a fact, will you kindly 
give me your honest opinion whether you 
think Mr. PARKER a safe man, being such 
a. bitter partisan as to vote twice for a 
debased currency, notwithstanding his 
views to the contrary? 

A SUBSCRIBER. 

No one will ever hear from THE TIMES 
a word of excuse or palliation of Judge 
PARKER's two votes for W. J. BRYAN. 
Any reasoning by which a defense of his 
going with his party in 1896 and 1900 
might be attempted would pretty cer- 
tainly be false and dangerous. From the 
point of view of sound-money Demo- 
crats Judge PARKER was guilty either of 
a fault in political morals or of a serious 
error in judgment in the Bryan cam- 
paigns. Whichever it was he will in 
some measure suffer the penalty this 
year, since it cannot be doubted that his 
support of BRYAN will alienate some 


Democratic support from him. 


But our correspondent’s question re- 
lates, not to errors of the past, but to 
safety in the present. In respect to the 
currency of the country we regard Judge 
PARKER as a candidate in no way less 
safe or less worthy of support than Mr. 
ROOSEVELT. We do nat see how any 
candid man who has read the Judge’s 
telegram could any longer. entertain 
“T regard the 
gold standard as firmly and irrevocably 
established, and shall act accordingly if 
the action of the Convention to-day shall 
be ratified by the people.”’ These are 
the words of Judge PARKER’s telegram 
to Mr. SHEEHAN. He added that if this 
statement of his views was unsatisfac- 
tory to the majority of the Convention 
he wished to decline the nomination, so 
that some other candidate might be 
named. It is a waste of time to raise the 
question whether the currency would be 
“ safe’? under a President who when a 
candidate declared his views in this posi- 
tive fashion. The gold standard is no 
more an issue in this campaign than it 
was in the last general election in Great 
Britain. 


As a possible aid to our correspondent 
in getting rid of his doubts, we beg to re- 
call a perhaps forgotten chapter or two 
in the history of the campaign of 1896. 
WILLIAM McKINLEY was a bimetallist— 
that is, a silver man. Does our corre- 
spondent remember how the Republic- 
ans ef the East labored with their can- 
didate in the early weeks of the cam- 
paign to get him to speak the word 
* gold,” and how his vocal organs balked 
and failed whenever he seemed to be on 
the point of pronouncing that potent 
monosyllable? It took a good deal of 
strenuous effort to get Mr. McCKINLEy to 
drop bimetgllism and cleave to the gold 
standard. Moreover, what would our 
correspondent say had the Democrats at 
St. Louis this year inserted these words 
in their platform: ‘‘ We are therefore op- 
posed to the free coinage of silver except 
by agreement with the 
leading commercial nations of the world, 
which we pledge ourselves to promote, 
and until such agreement can be ob- 
tained the existing gold standard must 
be preserved’? That plank would have 
been fatal, of course. Standing on it 
Judge PARKER would not have carried 
even the States that Bryaw carried, for 
this declaration is throughout tainted 
and rank with the double-standard her- 
esy. Yet the words we quote are taken 
from the platform adopted by the Re- 
publican Convention at St. Louis on June 
18, 1896. On that platform Wu_u1AM 
McKINLEY made his successful canvass.

SENATOR LODGE UNEASY.

In 1896 the Republicans carried the 
State of Massachusetts by more than 
150,000.

It would seem that Sena- 
tor LopGcp, who is the special guardian 
of the interests of the party and the 
President in Massachusetts, had no spe- 
cial cause for anxiety in regard to this 
year, unless there is a substantial defec- 
tion from the party. On the face of the 
returns in the Presidential elections, it 
might be assumed that his eloquence and 
his personal influence could be even 
more useful, say, in Connecticut, New 
Jersey, Wisconsin, Indiana, to say noth- 
ing of New York. The Democrats are 
reckoning these States as doubtful. If 
Mr. Lopes thinks jit wise for him to con- 
fine his valuable| efforts to his own 
State, it would 6 that he regards 
that State as not altogether safe. 

He has reason for his uneasiness. The 
movement among the Republicans in 
support of Canadian reciproctty, which 
he so savagely suppressed in the State 
Convention, has takeh on new energy, 
and it is quite likely that he regards it 
as directed expressly toward him. It is 
naturally threatening to him. The form 
given to the movement now is the sys- 
tematic registering of Republicans in 
favor of reciprocity. This is being 
pushed steadily and with businesslike en- 
ergy by men prominent in the Republic- 
an Party in their respective neighbor- 
hoods. Mr. Lopcz is said to look upon 
it as “ insulting.”

FOR AN OPEN MEAT SHOP. 

The expected—or what might have been 
expected had any one stopped to think 
about it—is beginning to happen in the 
meat trade. Those in the business of 
distributing meat to consumers are im- 
pressed with the fact that too absolute 
dependence upon the great Western 
packers and their cold-storage output is 
dangerous, and arrangements have been 
made to open or reopen abattoirs which 
until lately have not been deemed neces- 
sary. Farmers outside the grazing dis- 
tricts from which the principal supplies 
are drawn are beginning to fatten cattle 
for their local markets, and the total 
supply thus promised is very large. The 
most pronounced action of which we 
have knowledge seems to have ben 
taken in Philadelphia The cxtensive 
abattoir at Gray’s Ferry, which has been 
idle for some years, is being put in or- 
der for resumption, and is to be operated 
by the West Philadelphia Stock Yards 
Company. The Philadelphia Public 
Ledger says of this movement: 

A probable offensive and defensive alli- 
ance between the members of the West 
Philadelphia Stock Yards Company, made 
up of firms of local slaughterers, and the 
Amalgamated Meat Cutters’ and Butchers’ 
Workmen of North America, the National 
organization behind the big strike in Beef 
Trust packing centres, was @ matter of 
greater interest to local meat dealers yes- 
terday than the questions of supply, de- 
mand, and prices, which uad engrossed 
them for the seven days preceding. The 
idea that underlies the proposed alliance is 
that the Beef Trust can be driven out of 
this city and New York if local slaughter- 
ers refuse to sell to trust representatives in 
either city and extend operations here un- 
til enough cattle can be killed and dressed 
to keep the New York dealers supplied. 

An alliance of the character described 
scarcely commends itself to approval, 
but it tends toward a readjustment of 
the existing relations in the trade, and 
to the breaking up of the monopoly 
which the houses of the so-called Beef 
Trust have established by recourse to the 
expedient of selling only to dealers who 
handle their meat exclusively. Business 
men become restive under conditions so 
arbitrary and unreasonable, and it is 
not to be wondered at that they seize the 
opportunity of the crippling of the West- 
ern stock yards to look about them for 
new sources of supply. Something like 
this is going on in a quiet way all over 
the country. 

The chief significance of the facts re- 
ferred to is that the Beef Trust cannot 
give the screw as many turns as may 
suit its managers without inciting to re- 
bellion and revolution among dealers. 
The Beef Trust can hold its control of 
the meat trade only by rendering a bet- 
ter service more cheaply than it can be 
rendered by independent and competing 
concerns. Perhaps it cannot be dis- 
placed and certainly it cannot be ruined; 
but it can be made to suffer a loss of 
business so serious that it will find the 
experience instructive. 


MRS. MAYBRICK. 

The release of Mrs. MayBrick from 
the quasi restraint of her Cornwall re- 
tirement ends an incident which is espe- 
cially instructive as showing how diffi- 
cult it is to undo what so many believe 
to be a judicial wrong and a gross mis- 
carriage of.justice. Even when the proof 
of error in conviction is conclusive and it 
is apparent to those who were instru- 
mental in securing such conviction that a 
great wrong was done thereby, the pris- 
oner can escape the penalty of the crime 
he did not commit only through the me- 
dium of the pardon. which is the form in 
which executive clemency reaches the 
criminal who suffers justly for crime con- 
fessed. 

It is unnecessary now to discuss wheth- 
er Mrs. MAYBRICK was guilty or inno- 
cent of the crime for which she has suf- 
fered fourteen years’ imprisonment. It 
will be admitted that she was convicted 
on insufficient evidence, and that there 
has always existed in the minds of bench 
and bar the knowledge of grounds of 
reasonable doubt which in this country 
would have given the prisoner a new 
trial without delay. In England the ma- 
chinery of the law does not respond as 
readily to the reversing device. Possi- 
bly the highest standards of justice 
would be reached by striking a happy 
medium between the extremes of British 


and American procedure in the matter 
of the review of criminal convictions. 


HOT WEATHER IRRITABILITY. 

The observant reader of newspapers 
during the past few weeks will, as Mr. 
CLEVELAND might say, find difficulty in 
ridding himself of the conviction that as 
the temperature rises self-control de- 
creases. The prevalence of futile strikes 
with their usual accompaniment of vio- 
lence, the causeless riots which mar pic- 
nics and pleasure excursions, the crimes 
of high and low degree which congest the 
news columns, the murders for trivial 
causes which are so alarmingly frequent, 
and so on through the list of the daily 
happenings, seem to warrant the belief 
that men think less calmly and act less 
deliberately in very warm weather than 
when it is more tolerable in tempera- 
ture. 

Very likely this is true. The effect of 
exposure to an uncomfortable degree of 
heat is, naturally enough, to increase the 
nervous irritability and make the tem- 
per extremely brittle. It is hard to be 
civil to one’s self, and still harder to be 
patient with others. Perhaps there is a 
fever in the blood; or, what is equivalent 
to a fever, which scarcely permits sane 
thinking and well-considered action. 
Those so lacking in self-control that they 
become dangerous or even make them- 
selves nuisances for this reason are prob- 
ably beyond the reach of good advice. To 
others we would say that it may be well 
to remember when uncomfortable and 
short-tempered that others are just as 
uncomfortable and may be gas quick to 
resent what displeases them. Two cross 
and overheated persons are rarely good 
company for one another. They may not 
find it possible to keep far enough apart 
not to rub elbows, but they can very 
easily refrain from unnecessary commu- 
nion, and especially from contention. 

It would be an interesting subject of 
inquiry whether sudden and extreme 
rises in temperature and especially high 
humidity are marked by variations in 
the curve of crime. If so, the explanation 
might be that when it is warm the aver- 
age man keeps out of doors as much as 
possible. In cities this crowds the streets, 
and by multiplying the opportunities for 
contact with others increases the friction 
of social intercourse. Wherever it is 
even momentarily agreeable to be one is 
likely to find many. To resent jostling 
and intrusion is natural enough, and 
physical discomfort lowers the standards 
of self-respect and self-restraint. To say 
“Keep cool” is grim and irritating 
irony; to say, “Be patient toward all 
men, even if it involves some effort,” is 
to give good hot-weather advice.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—Jn the account we gave yesterday of 
the yacht Ingomar’s experiences in German 
waters there was revealed, and very agreea- 
bly, a new phase of that most marked char- 
acteristic of Emperor WILuIAM, his origi- 
nality. In one race, it seems, the Ingomar 
was carried by an irreverent, if not actu- 
ally blasphemous, breeze so far ahead of 
the Emperor’s Meteor that the end of the 
contest was obviously likely to be a defeat 
of the royal contestant so thorough as to 
be quite without-redeeming features. For 
the Meteor to have come in a good second 
would have been bad enough, but it would 
not haye been unendurable, since it could 
have been taken as showing what very re- 
markable things in yachting her owner 
would do if he really gave his mind to 
that form of endeavor. This, however, was 
utter rout and actually ludicrous, than 
which nothing could be worse, since ridi- 
cule is the deadly foe of royalty. What was 
to be done? ‘‘ Nothing,” is the answer that 
would have seemed inevitable almost any- 
where in the world. It would have been 
wrong, for something was done and at 
once—something that changed imminent de- 
feat into glorious victory, and did it with 
a simplicity that is the surest sign of su- 
preme genius. As announced, the conditions 
of the race required the yachts to pass 
three of the Elbe lightships, and the Ingo- 
mar approached the third as the Meteor 
reached the second, Just at that moment 
the thing was done—the conditions of the 
race were changed and the second light- 
ship was made the turning point! The 
Meteor turned it and scooted for the finish 
line, crossing twelve minutes ahead of the 
Ingomar! Naturally there was a frantic 
demonstration of joy at this brilliant tri- 
umph over a formidable stranger. Whis- 
tles blew, cannon roared, anu thousands of 
delighted spectators screamed with loyal 
and hysterical joy. Commodore PLANT'S 
letter didn’t say so, but of course that’s 
what happened when the Meteor proved the 
merit of—well, of this method of making 
races come out as the proprieties demand. 
The Commodore wrote of the episode with 
good temper, but he could hardly be ex- 
pected to see all its beauties, since it in- 
volved certain inconveniences to himself 
but we, viewing it from afar and disinter- 
estedly, can give the plan then invented 
and carried out our warmest praise. Prop- 
erly developed—and ordinary minds can do 
the developing now that the idea has been 
evolved—this plan will make yachting and 
other forms of racing mucb more satisfac- 
tory than in the past. Hitherto victory has 
been determined by superiorities of the 
most trivial consequence, and often went 
where it caused serious embarrassment to 
those who should have been the conquerors. 
There need be no more of that. The result 
of every contest can be determined, as it 
should be, by a duly appointed committee 
with a full knowledge of all the circum- 
stances of the case, and the winner who 
ought to win will win. We may be criti- 
cised as hasty in ascribing this noble sys- 
tem of handicapping to the Emperor him- 
self, but we will risk it. He or one of his 
carefully selected aides—what difference 
does it make? The glory goes with the re- 
sponsibility, always, and the Emperor is 
responsible. 


—-There is more than an excuse for 
questioning the accuracy of one statement 
made in the platform adopted by the re- 
form element of the Missouri Democracy. 
The statement is—‘‘ There has been no 
more corruption in Missouri than in other 
States, but it has been exposed here and 
in other States it has not.’’ Now the truth 
of that assertion is from the very nature 
of things undemonstrable, and while there 
might be a similar difficulty in proving a 
contradiction of it, still there is little danger 
in calling it a large and quite unnecessary 
exaggeration of the facts as they are 
known. Possibly the recent corruption of 
Missouri has been paralleled in one State 
or several, but certainly not in all, or even 
in many, particularly in recent years. And 
while nothing has been done in Missouri 
that has not been done elsewhere, it may 
be doubted if corruption has ever been 
carried anywhere as far as it has been in 
‘Missouri without coming to the surface, 
and so inviting and receiving deserved 


castigation. 
effort to nut her rascals out—of office, 
into jail—but this is not the time for her 
to call attention to the vices of others, or 
to deny to others her own element of 
redeeming virtue. That is to claim a 
moral superiority, and is a course in- 
compatible with the humility that is one of 
the most fitting characteristies of true 
repentance. With Missouri’s effort to 
sweep before her own door all honest people 
are in sincerest sympathy, but she should 
remember that as yet she has done little 
more than raise a lot of dust, and that 
the final result of her exertions remains 
to be seen and judged. 


—Prompt resentment has been shown 
by the architect responsible for the build- 
ing of the public bath in the William H. 
Seward Park, at the charge that the en- 


: forced closing of the building when it was 


most needed was the result of his negli- 
gence or incompetency. He declares that 
his work not only equaled, but bettered, the 
specifications, and that the bathing equip- 
ment broke down either because the per- 
sons who used the building were malicious 
or careless, er because they were not prop- 
erly supervised while in it. These two ex- 
planations are really one, and the respon- 
sibility is placed squarely on the Park De- 
partment. Of course the patrons of a pub- 
lic bath require watching, not that they 
are very likely to indulge in malicious 
destruction, but because unfamiliarity with 
the apparatus, necessarily somewhat com- 
plex, is likely to lead them to misuse it. 
At any rate, the matter is a serious 9gne, 
and the facts should be brought to light. 


—aAgain are we moved to give space 
here to a poem which, because of certain 
queer conventions and standards, estab- 
lished nobody knows when or why, has 
been rejected by the haughty dictator 
whose word is law as regards a certain 
“corner” not far away. The whole of 
the poem cannot be presented, much as we 
would like to do so, for it is as long as it 
is remarkable, but the conventions and 
standards to which a reference perhaps 
dangerously disparaging has just been 
made shall not doom the bard to complete 
oblivion, or rob the public of all his lofty 
numbers. The subject of which his muse 
warbles sweet and clear is ‘“‘ Chappaqua ”’ 
—the village in general, and the recent 
thunderstorm there in particular. The 
reader is first informed that “at the end 
of the week, on Saturday,’’ Chappaqua was 
all right, and that— 


A man was driving In his car, 
Or carriage, on the road that runs, 
Where with his wife and little ones, 
His horse did stop 
On mountaintop— 
Over the vale of Chappaqua. 


The horse stopped. on account of the 
storm, which was really alarming, as is 
well shown by the following impressive 
lines:

This is little, but enough to show, we 
think, the remarkable quality of the new 
bard; also enough to show something of 
the strange experiences that would be in- 
cidental to the performance of the duties 
of a “poetry editor” if newspapers had 
such servitors.

Kaiser at War Kite Trials. 

The Hamburg correspondent of The Daily 
Mail of London writes to his paper that the 
German Kaiser witnessed July 2, in the Baltic, 
some experiments with a newly discovered 
method of wireless telegraphy by means of 
kites. 

The inventor is a German-American pro- 
fessor at present residing at Havre, who has 
for a lo time past been In communication 
with the German naval authorities, and has 
now displayed the new invention to the Em- 
peror personally. 

Naturally the. strictest secrecy is observed 
regarding the whole matter, and every sailor 
to whom the new apparatus was shown was 
compelled to take an oath not to speak of the 
device. 

At Saturday’s operations, which were carried 
out about a mile from shore, seven kites were 
flown on copper wires to a height of from 
10,000 to 12.000 feet. The experiments were 
partly made from the Kaiser’s dispatch boat 
Sleipner, traveling at the rate of thirty sea 
miles an hour, and several languages were em- 
ployed. It is possible to employ the system 
over the greatest distances without affecting 
any other wireless telegraphy station. 

Tho form of the kites used is that of two 
cubes side by side. 

The patent will be acquired for a large sum 
by the German Navy.

Kipling’s Ideal Army. 

The Morning Post of London has published 
what it calls a “ Phantasy” by Rudyard Kip- 
ling. The title is “The Army of a Dream,” 
and the subject a kind of military Utopia, an 
ideal England, in which all the men and boys 
spend the best of their time in playing at war 
and all the women in admiring them. . There 
is no conscription; every one has a passion 
for soldicring, and that passion is encouraged 
by a Httle gentle legislation and by other 
things. As one of the heroes of the “ Imperial 
Guard” puts it, “if we don’t volunteer till 
we're thirty-five we don't vote, and we don’t 
get poor relief, and the women don’t love us.” 
Hlence every man is either a volunteer, or a 
militiaman, or a regular—or, best of all, a 
member of the mysterious force called the 
Imperial Guard, which “ doesn’t recruit—it se- 
lects,” and which keeps a canteen “like a 
Spiers and Pond restaurent,” where it is the 
pride and delight even of the women and 
civilians to eat their meals and enjoy the so- 
clety of heroes. Children begin at six years 
old to play at war in the board schools. “ They 
know their company drill a heap better than 
they know their King’s English.” They take 
the rifle at twelve and record their first tar- 
get score at thirteen. Their games are all mil- 
itary. A member of the Imperial Guard de- 
ecribes how once on Brighton Downs “an in- 
fant about a yard high jumped up from a 
furze patch and shouted: ‘Guard, Guard, come 
‘ere. I want you per-fessionally. Alf says ’e 
ain’t outflanked. Ain’t ’e a bloomin’ liar? 
Come an’ look ’ow I’ve posted my men.’ ”

CLOTHING TRADE STRIKE, 


Meeting of Garment Workers Not An« 
archistic in Tendency. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: — - 

You have on more than one occasion int. 
my own case shown that the policy of 
THE TIMEs in all public matters is to show 
that you realize the old proverb to be of 
value, Audi alterum partem. ‘In full. con- 
fidence in this desire on your part. I’ vén- 
ture to send you a few words in reply to 
your article in to-day’s issue on the tailors”’ 
Cooper Union meeting of yesterday. morns 
ing. First of all, let me call your attention 
to the fact that you published In yester- 
day morning’s paper the official letter 
which gave a most succinct account of the 
clothing strike up to Saturday last issued 
by the Board of Directors of the Garment 
Workers’ Union, which did not show, any, 
readiness on the part of the Manufacturers’ 
Association to meet the men, as they have 
been most anxious to meet a ‘committee of 
the manufacturers to see what basis of 
peace eould be reached, but all such over= 
tures have been declined. That shows an 
error has been made in the assumption that 
all could have been settled on Saturday; 
last. 

The next point I will call to your atten< 
tion is the statement that the meeting on 
Monday last was socialistic or anar¢histie 
in its tendency. I am most distinctly op- 
posed to socialism and anarchy. I had 
the honor of being on the platform on that 
occasion, and was to have spoken, but was 
obliged to leave for another engagement 
before I could be called upon. The first 
speech was by the present representative 
of the Garment Makers’ Union. Nothing 
could have been more temperate in state- 
ment, and one of the greatest points he 
emphasized was the unity of action of the 
employes of the clothing trade, it being the 
first time in their history when cutters 
and tailors stood absolutely side by side, 
animated by one object—not more wages, ” 
not shorter hours, not differently con- 
structed or managed workshops, but that 
the shop as now existing may be run on 
union conditions, which has driven “the 
Sweat shop’’ as a manufactory out of the 
trade. 

Who did this? Was it the employers? 
Not at all; it was the insistance of the trades 
unions for the closed shop for themselves 
and sanitary conditions for the places 
where clothing was made as a protection 
for the public. The agent of the garment 
makers was followed by Mr. Samuel Gom- 
pers, President of the Federation of Labor, 
It has never been my lot to hear a more 
temperate, wise, logical, and statesman- 
like speech on any subject, not a word of 
socialism from the beginning to the end. He 
was followed by a tailor who spoke in 
Yiddish, and his speech only referred to.. 
past evil conditions and to the great things 
that have been accomplished by unity of 
action, and urged the great importance of 
standing shoulder to shoulder. I then had 
to leave just as a young Italian began to 
speak, and if I know anything of thé 
Chairman, Mr. Chuck, after several years’ 
work with him, I am sure neither social; 
istic or anarchistic speeches would be ale 
lowed. 

I have attended many meetings during the 
past month, and have spoken at several of 
them, and I have been impressed with the 
calm and temperate attitude.of all the 
leaders. I fear your information comes 
from a poisoned source, which can easily, 
be shown you by any of the workers. f

HOW WE IMPRESSED TURKEY. 


Diplomatic Correspondence Discloses 
Pressure Brought to Bear on Sultan. 


WASHINGTON, July 20.—In view of the 
fact that this Government now is pressing 
its demands on Turkey that discrimination 
egainst American interests in the Turkish 
Empire shall cease, the Turkish series of 
diplomatic correspondence in the current 
volume of foreign relations is of timely 
interest. 

It discloses the persistence with which 
Mr. Leishman, the American Minister to 
Turkey, has acted and the extreme diffi- 
culties he has encountered in his efforts to 
negotiate with the Sultan. 

In the original instructions the State De- 
partment directed him to bring to the at- 
tention of the Sultan the existing embar- 
rassment to American educational and re- 
ligious institutions in Turkey. Mr. Leish- 
man was informed that the President was 
deeply in earnest in the matter, and while 
instructed to approach the Sultan in the 
spirit of utmost friendship, he was advised 
to impress on the Sultan the fixed desire 
and expectation of the President that this 
country and its citizens be treated the same 
as the most favored nation, 

Mr. Leishman’s first troubles resulted 
from his efforts to secure a personal audi- 
ence with the Sultan, which he had been 
directed to demand. Several weeks having 
elapsed after Mr. Leishman’s demand for 
an audience with the Sultan, Secretary Hay 
in a note to the Minister stated that he 
had impressively informed the Turkish 
Minister of the displeasure and amazement 
of the President at the manner in which 
his Minister’s request for an audience with 
the Sultan had been treated, A week later 
Minister Leishman had an audience with 
the Sultan. 

In another dispatch Mr. Leishman said

Peculiar interest attaches to this action, 
as it is openly avowed by the bricklayers 
that the “ color line,” as well as the “ open 
shop,” question precipitated the strike. 

The negro was hired a few days ago. He 
had secured the position through the Civil 
Service Commission. Immediately Capt. 
Sewell was informed that Taylor was not 
a member of the union. The bricklayers 
asked for his discharge. Capt. Sewell could 
not do this without making himself liable 
to the penalties prescribed for violation of 
the civil service law and regulations. The 
strike followed. To-day Taylor was the 
only mechanic emp.oyed on the building. 

The Bricklayers’ Union was called in 
special meeting last night, and after due 
consideration formally approved the action 
of its members in ceasing work on account 
of the employment of a non-union man, 
It is probable the matter will be reported 
to the War Department, and in this way 
may be brought to the attention of the 
President. It is understood that quite a 
number of the union men at last night's 
meeting opposed action that would bring 
the organization in conflict with the Gov- 
ernment, but by a majority vote the strik- 
ers were sustained.

CHILD LABOR PROJECT 


Porto Rico Commissioner Secre- 
tary of National Committee. 


HEADQUARTERS OPENED HERE 


Committee Will Investigate Conditions 
of Child Labor, and Will Form 
Local Organizations. 


By the selection of Samuel McCune Lind- 
say, Commissioner of Education in Porto 
Rico and Professor of Sociology in the 
University of Pennsylvania, to be its gen- 
eral Secretary, The National Child Labor 
Commiittee has begun in earnest its work 
of taking care of the interests of chil- 
dren throughout the country who are in 
One Way or another deprived, or are in 
danger of being deprived, of their rights. 

The idea of organizing such a committee 
was suggested some three years ago by 
Edgar Gardner Murphy, and it was direct- 
ly in consequence of his suggestion that in 
October, 1903, the Child Labor Committee 
of New York City appointed from its own 
members Dr. Felix Adler, William H. 
Baldwin, Jr., and Mrs. Florence Kelley to 
act as a provisional committee which was 
to do the preliminary work needed for the 
organization of a National Committee. 
Out of this preliminary work developed the 
organization of the National Committee, 
which took place in Carnegie Hall on the 
evening of April 15 last. 

The National Committee has opened a 
temporary office in room 614, United Chari- 
ties building, 105 East MTwenty-second 
Street. Dr. Lindsay is now in this country 
superintending the work of the 500 Porto 
Rican teachers who are attending Summer 
school at Harvard and Cornell Universi- 
ties. He has tendered his resignation of 
his position in Porto Rico, to take effect 
upon the qualification of his successor, on 
or before Oct. 1. He will also resume his 
professional work in the University of 
Pennsylvania, with which institution he 
has been connected as student, fellow, in- 
structor, or Professor for nearly twenty 
years.

“Our committee does not desire to meddle 
in the affairs of others, nor to interfere in 
any way in the legislation of the several 
States where those residing in the re- 
spective communities have decided what is 
best for their interest. It does desire, wher- 
ever its co-operation is requested, to inves- 
tigate the conditions under which children 
are engaged in gainful occupations in all 
parts of the country. 

“We wish to know how far such occupa- 
tions interfere with the obtaining of a 
modicum of education on the part of every 
child in the community.

greed. We shall lay our greatest stress 
upon investigation and study. 

“In some States a higher standard of 
home life, of social duty and privilege will 
bring about new legislation; in other States 
it will bring about legislation on a higher 
plane than now exists, and in still others it 
will call for more rigid enforcement. of 

ood legislation which now exists. In all 
States we hope our efforts will result in 
unifying and consolidating all the efforts 
that are being put forth for the ameliora- 
tion of the conditions that make for a 
happy child life, for the education and prep- 
aration of children for the more serious 
duties of adult life, and for the permanent 
li and welfare of our future cit- 
zens.”’

ACCIDENT TO CLYDE LINER. 
The Apache Hits Submerged Wreck and 
Is Towed to Port. 


The Clyde Line steamship Apache, which 
left this port on “Tuesday afternoon at 3 
o'clock for Charleston and Jacksonville, 
was towed back into port yesterday after- 
noon by her sister ship the Comanche, 
after having lost her propeller blades 
through striking a submerged wreck off 
Atlantic City. There were thirty cabin 
passengers aboard the Apache. 

Shortly after midnight she was going 
along at full speed when there was a grat- 
ing sound along the keel, The engines 
Started to race, but were immediately 
Stopped. The vessel was anchored. An ex- 
amination of the hold showed that the outer 
shell was not punctured, and that the only 
damage was to the propeller. 

Passengers who retired before the acci- 
dent were awakened by the accident, and 
soon Capt!

Goes to France to Live with Bar- 
oness De Roques, Her Mother. 


OUT ON TICKET OF LEAVE 


But She Is Virtually Mistress of Her 
Movements Off English Soil—Evades 
Reporters at Convent. 


TRURO, Cornwall, July 20.—Mrs. Flor- 
ence Maybrick, who was convicted of the 
murder of her husband fifteen years ago, 
is free. She left here at 11:43 A. M. to-day 
on her way to France. 

Mrs. Maybrick’s imprisonment was not 
terminated in Aylesbury Jail, where she 
spent more than fourteen years of her life. 
For the past five months she had been se- 
questered in the white convent of the Sis- 
terhood of the Epiphany in this little town. 

With two companions Mrs, Maybrick en- 
tered the carriage of Miss Dalrymple, Sec- 
retary of the sisterhood, and was driven 
rapidly to Staustell, a small station four- 
teen miles away, where, after exchanging 
good-byes with her companions, she board- 
ed a train and started on her journey to 
France. She will not go to America until 
her presence there is considered impera- 
tively necessary. 

The greatest secrecy was!thrown ahout 
Mrs. Maybrick’s departure. Mother Supe- 
rior Julian of the convent said that under 
her instructions she must refer all inquir- 
ers to the Home Office. Others at the con- 
vent were equally uncommunicative. At the 
railroad station orders were issued forbid- 
ding the employes to discuss Mrs. Maybrick 
or even to admit that she had been at the 
convent, 

The little town has taken deep interest in 
this international figure. Crowds daily 
stood at the iron gates of the grounds, 
waiting for Mrs. Maybrick to appear, but 
they were rarely rewarded. She went out 
only when the road was reported clear. 

When Mrs. Maybrick first arrived here 
she was kept under strict surveillance, 
never leaving the convent walls. Even for 
a walk in the grounds she was under the 
escort of one of the sisters. Subsequently 
she was allowed to walk in the quiet streets 
of the town and in the shady country 
lanes in the vicinity. Those who had seen 
the published portraits of Mrs. Maybrick 
soon recognized the black-robed woman, 
with black bonnet and flowing strings, and 
gave her kindly greetings, which fre- 
quently passed unnoticed, Mrs. Maybrick 
seeking so far as possible to avoid the at- 
tention of the curious. Her time at the 
convent was taken up by sewing, reading, 
and chatting with the sisters, endearing 
herself to them by many acts. 

Those who have talked with Mrs. May- 
brick say in the main that the five months 
spent at Truro were happy ones. She was 
compelled to observe the rules of the sis- 
terhood strictly, as the sisters were re- 
quired to carry out the regime of the pris- 


on, but the rules were not enforced by 
vee hardened by contact with crimi- 
nals. 

When Mrs. Maybrick left the convent 
this morning she was dressed in gray. She 
wore a white boa around her neck. The 

arments were sent by her mother, the 

aroness de Roques, and were the first 
colors worn by Mrs. Maybrick since her 
imprisonment fifteen years back. 

The fact that Truro villagers knew her 
by sight and that newspaper correspond- 
ents had established themselves near the 
convent caused Mrs. Maybrick to deter- 
mine not to leave Truro by train on de- 
parting from the town, but to go to Staus- 
tell, where a fast express stopped. : 

Mrs. Maybrick is not freed uncondition- 
ally. She is out on ticket-of-leave. To all 
intents, however, she is as free as any 
other person. She can go where she will, 
and will not have to make a report to the 
British authorities. Once Mrs. Maybrick 
is abroad she will be outside British juris- 
diction. 

The Baroness de Roques has made prep- 
arations at Rouen for Mrs. Maybrick’s ar- 
rival at her quiet home there, where she 
will begin a new life. .

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WATERBOY EASILY FIRST 


Brown Horse Avenged Early De- 
feats by Beating Broomstick. 


WIN SAVED HIM TO RACING 


Lady Amelia, with Top Weight, Romped 
in for the Glen Cove Handicap 
at Brighton Beach. 


When Waterboy and Broomstick met at 
the Brighton Beach race track yesterday 
there was provided a contest that in popu- 
lar interest ranked with the greatest of the 
Spring handicaps, and when Waterboy 
avenged two earlier defeats this season by 
Broomstick and galloped home an easy win- 
ner by a length and ae half from Rosetint 
and Broomstick head and head, second and 
third, the rejuvenation of last year’s cham- 
pion was hailed with a truly remarkable 
outburst of applause that swept from the 
field stand far up the stretch to the train- 
ers’ stand at the end of the paddock. 

The race was en overnight handicap at 
one mile and a furlong, but in the interest 
it aroused it far evershadowed the nominal 
feature of the programme, the Glen Cove 
Handicap Stakes, and was the real attrac- 
tion which swelled the attendance to about 
double the average patronage. Aside from 
the fact that two famous horses were 
named to start in this supposedly minor 
race, it was well understood by racegoers 
that Waterboy was racing to determine his 
future and that the character of his per- 
formance would determine whether he 
should continue in training for the great 
stakes in which he is engaged or be retired 
to the stud as having outlived his best form 
as a race horse, and sentiment induced the 
attendance of many visitors who wished to 
see the final trial of one of the fastest and 
best horses that the American turf has ever 
produced. 

Six horses were named to run in the race, 
but the owners of three of these dodged 
the issue as soon as they learned that both 
Waterboy and Broomstick were ready and 
would run. John Boden, owner of Rose- 
tint, was the one owner who accepted the 
issue and started his fast filly, saying that 
while he had no idea that Rosetint would 
beat the horses, he wished to try her 
against first-class material. The contest 
thus was reduced to three, Waterboy, with 
top weight, 126 pounds, champion a year 
ago and holder of the world’s record until 
two weeks ago; Broomstick, with 115 
pounds, victor in the Brighton Handicap, 
and the horse that wiped out Waterboy’s 
record by making a new one of 2:02 4-5, 
and Rosetint, with 106 pounds. The meet- 
ing of Waterboy and Broomstick was 
their third encounter this season, Broom- 
stick having beaten the brown horse at 
weights for age at Sheepshead Bay, car- 
rying 111 pounds to Waterboy’s 128, the 
June scale, and in the Brighton Handicap 
having carried 104 pounds to Waterboy’s 
129, Waterboy then conceding Broomstick 
thirteen pounds under the July scale, that 
being the occasion of Broomstick’s most 
sensational conquest. Under the handicap 


yesterday Broomstick had a trifle the dis- 
advantage’in the weights, the three-year- 
old having up one pound more than scale 
weight, making a difference of fourteen 
pounds between the weights carried then 
and in the Brighton Handicap. 

From the opening of the betting until the 
horses were at the post Broomstick was the 
favorite, at odds on, though just about post 
time a play on Waterboy drove the rice 
against the brown horse from 7 to 5 down 
to even money, Broom#tick in the meantime 
going from 3 to 5 up to 4 to 5, while Rose- 
tint started at 25 to 1. When Waterboy 
galloped through the stretch swinging 
against the bit in his warming up the 
watching crowd cheered—that was senti- 
ment—but the betting -men continued to 
back Broomstick— that was racing busi- 
ness. The final plunge on Waterboy rep- 
resented in the main a commission from 
the stable; and though J. B. Haggin, owner 
of the great horse, was not present to see 
his victory, a big part of the commission 
was said to be his. 8. S. Brown, owner of 
Broomstick, backed his horse and had most 
of the form followers with him, though a 
large portion of the clubhouse bettors 
backed Waterboy. 

Because of the illness of Lucien Lyne, the 
regular jockey for the Haggin stable, 
George Odom, who rode‘’Waterboy in his 
greatest triumphs last season, ad the 
mount on the brown five-year-old, T. Burns 
riding Broomstick and Redfern riding Rose- 
tint. Waterboy had fined down a lot since 
the Brighton Handicap, and at the st 
surprised his admirers by changing from 
his usually sedate manners to lunging and 
wheeling with almost the same abandon as 
the fractious Rosetint, while Broomstick 
also wheeled and whirled and helped to de- 
lay a start. Rosetint, on the rail, finally 
got into line with one of the starter’s help- 
ers holding her, and came up for an even 
break, the horses going away to a perfect 
send off, Waterboy in the middle and 
Broomstick on the outside. Broomstick 
had a shade the best of it, with Rosetint 
last at the timing flag, but a slight stum- 
ble by Broomstick lost him his early ad- 
vantage, while Waterboy, settling into his 
stride in almost the first jump, went on 
and took the iead. 

Slight as was Waterboy’s lead then, Burns 
on Broomstick seemed to lose his head and 
went to hustling the three-year-old before 
he had even settled into his stride, and, 
shoving the colt forward, laid him along- 
side Waterboy and set him to racing in an 
effort to take the rail from the top weight. 
Head and head the horses passed the stand, 
with Rosetint, two lengths away, third; but 
Broomstick, even with the rush that Burns 
made with him, found Waterboy too fast 
in the first quarter, and as they reached the 
paddock turn Waterboy, still on the rail, 
drew away a bit in front, and Burns, with 
Broomstick running outside the pacemaker, 
steadied his mount and waited until they 
were in the back stretch before making an- 
other effort for the lead. When he tried 
again Waterboy still went on with him, and 
before .the run through the back 
was ended Burns was riding Broomstick 
with his hands, but getting no nearer to 
Waterboy; Rosetint, still further back than 
at the stand, then rating along steadily 
and’ waiting for the run home. n the far 
turn it ‘became evident that Waterboy held 
Broomstick securely, and, as if to empha- 
size it, just as the turn was begun, Odom 
let down the brown horse for a few strides, 
and he at once slipped away and opened 
up a gap of daylight, Burns, on Broomstick, 
immediately going to work on the three- 
year-old in a vain effort to regain the lost 
ground. From the middle of the turn, how- 
ever, it was Waterboy’s race, and Broom- 
stick, doing his best, was going back to 
Rosetint, which began her run before the 
turn was completed. Through the short 
stretch Waterboy galloped under a_ pull, 
with his opponents hard ridden behind him, 
the brown horse already having the vic- 
tory safe, and the only contest at the finish 
being for the place. 

Burne’s injudicious use of Broomstick in 
the early part of the struggle, aided by the

Furniture Men Holding Their An- 
nual Convention. 


First Day Occupied in Routine Business 
and Addresses on the Insurance 
Question—Election To-day. 


The second annual convention of the 
Furniture Association of America began 
yesterday in the Grand Central Palace, and 
will be continued to-day. The most of the 
day was occupied with routjne reports and 
addresses on the subject of insurance by 
Edward Atkinson and Benjamin Tafft of 
Boston, which were read by Henry Hall 
of New York, who delivered his own speech. 
The report of the committee on insurance 
was in part as follows: 

“We beg to report that in the ten years 
mentioned the 504 retailers and manufact- 
urers have paid in premiums to the fire in- 
surance companies a total of $1,630,661.34, 
and have received in return for losses by 
fire $165,167.53, the ratio of loss to pre- 
miums being 10.13 per cent. 

“It is also interesting to note that the 
sprinkle risks among the manufacturers 
have paid in premiums $279,863.28 and have 
had a loss of only $39,765.01, whereas the 
factories not equipped with automatic 
sprinklers have paid $602,511.20 and have 
had losses aggregating $81,461.77.

ATTACK INSURANCE EXCHANGE. 


Mayor of Newark Directs Crusade 
Against Many Insurance Companies. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEWARK, N. J., July 20.—Acting upon 
the authority of Mayor Henry M. Doremus, 
City Attorney MacLear has made appli- 
cation to Attorney General Robert H. Mc- 
Carter for permission to institute proceed- 
ings in the Court of Chancery for the dis- 
Solution of the Newark Fire Insurance 
Exchange. 

The grounds upon which the suit will be 
instituted are based upon the claim that the 
Proposed defendant body is illegal and was 
formed and is being operated in restraint 
of trade; that it tends to create a mo- 
nopoly of the business of insuring prop- 
erty in the described territory against loss 
or damage by fire, and that it prevents 
competition among the companies that are 
parties to the contract. 

Formal notice was served on John M. 
Hughes, manager of the Newark Fire In- 
surance Exchange, to-day, and the proceed- 
ings will be begun early next week. 

The proposed litigation directly attacks 
the legality of the combination of local 
fire insurance companies and the practice 
of fire insurance companies of forming 
combinations which, it is alleged, prevails 
in many places throughout the country. 

The action will be brought under the 
common law, and the City Attorney will 
base his contention upon the decision of the 
higher courts of the State in the case of 
Attorney General Stockton against the 
Central Railroad of New Jersey, commonly 
known as the coal combine case. 

In the bill, which is drawn to name the 
“* Firemen’'s Insurance Company and 
others,” are named specifically all of the 
fire insurance companies organized under 
the laws of New Jersey, together with all 
others that have conformed with the re- 
quirements of the laws and in such man- 
ner have become eligible to do business in 
the State, and which have offices or agen- 
cies in this city and have subscribed to the 
agreement with the Newark Fire Insur- 
ance Exchange. 

It is pointed out that by an act of the 
Legislature, approved in 1902, no insurance 
company founded by authority of another 
State or foreign Government without com- 


plying with certain conditions, whieh are 
set forth in the bill, may conduct business 
in the territory named, 

In support of the complaint are annexed 
the affidavits of several well-known busi- 
ness men. The suit is indirectl the 
outgrowth of the movement for the in- 
stallation of a high-pressure water service 
in the central section of the city. When 
this was proposed an effort was made to 
secure a reduction of the insurance rates 
which, it is said, was denied by the insur- 
ance combination, the excuse being that the 
insurance men had “ got together.”

The intrinsic factors were 
the war and the crops; the chief specu- 
lative factor was liberal buying, exceed- 
ing almost equally liberal selling except 
in the closing business, and carrying the 
volume practically to 900,000 shares. 
Neither the crop news nor the war news 
altered in substance, but the crop news 
Was more hopefully construed, and the 
threatening features of the war news 
Were ignored as they had been on Tues- 
day. In fact, the inconsistency of the 
day’s movement with the day’s develop- 
ments was repeated. The war news, 80 
far as it changed at all, changed for the 
better, the continued story ending with 
the formal presentation of England's 
protest against Russia’s seizures, and 
with an intimation from Paris that Rus- 
sia would not hold the vessels on their 
way to a prize court. The produce mar- 
kets also moved in a way which should 
have stimulated later business, the open- 
ing for grain and corn being strong and 
the close weaker. But neither factor, 
nor the combination of both, was reflect- 
ed in the Stock Exchange business, the 
close being at the day’s lowest, with 
more activity than in any hour except 
the first. This combined activity and 
softness has been conspicuously absent 
in the business of the last few weeks, 
and may possibly mark the culmination 
of this movement. 

The Pacifics continued the leaders of 
the speculation. Southern Pacific natu- 
rally improved upon the unanimous vote 
in favor of the preferred issue, which 
was at first so ill received only to be ac- 
cepted as the best solution later on. 
Union Pacific twice sold at 99, for no 
more definite reason than the report 
that some way would be found of releas- 
ing Northern Securities dividends, which 
are Union’s resources for meeting large 
obligations. All these reports should be 
received with reserve until announce- 
ment that somebody with authority has 
accepted the numerous plans proposed 
by those not charged with any duty or 
responsibility in making suggestions. 
Steel, so long the leader of this rise, 
closed unchanged, apparently upon the 
leading organ of the iron trade’s report- 
ing that the improvement in this indus- 
try was chiefly in sentiment rather than 
in the mills. The labor outlook is cloud- 
jer, for the meat strike persists, and there 
is dissatisfaction among the Fall River 
operatives, and among employes of such 
railways as Reading and Pennsylvania. 
The day’s net movement was a slight ma- 
jority of fractional declines, larger move- 
ments being few and about equally bal- 
anced. The alterations from Tuesday 
viewed alone give no fair index to the 
range of the highly irregular business, 
but they were accepted with approval, if 
not with welcome, as being a moderate 
and natural reaction, which must have 
come sooner or later if the rise is to pro- 
ceed with any safety.

SULLY’S NEW COMPANY. 


Southern Cotton Corporation, Capital 
$20,000,000, Organized by ex- 
Cotton King. 


Daniel J. Sully’s new cotton ginning and 
warehousing concern, which he has talked 
about at different times since the failure of 
his firm on the Cotton Exchange, became a

WANT BRITISH STEEL TARIFF. 


* 
Chamberlain Commissioners Report on 
the Decline in the Industry. 


LONDON, July 20.—The report of Joseph 
Chamberlain's Tariff Commission on the 
iron and steel trades says the decline of 
the British industry is due to the fact that 
the manufacturers of America and Germany 
have secured control of the home market 
by means of high tariffs; that they are in a 
position to dump their surplus products on 
the British and other markets, irrespective 
of cost, and that the dumping could not be 
carried on except for the British system of 
free imports. 

The committee expresses the opinion that 
the situation can only be remedied by a 
system of tariffs arranged as follows: 

(A) A general tariff, consisting of a low scale 
of duties for foreign countries, admitting British 
wares on fair terms. 

(B) A preferential tariff, lower than the gen- 
eral tariff, for the colonies, giving adequate 
preference to British manufactures and framed 
to secure freer trade within the British Empire. 

(C) A maximum tariff, consisting of compara- 
tively higher duties, but subject to reduction by 
negotiation to the level of the general tariff. 

Voluminous documents accompany the 
committee’s report.

PIGNIG TROLLEY CRASH 


Construction Car and Church Ex- 
cursion Collide Near Hempstead. 


DR. JERE K. COOKE MAY DIE 


Cars Were Running at High Rate of 
Speed in Opposite Directions on 
Single-Track Road—Girl’s 
Presence of Mind. 


HEMPSTEAD, L, I., July 20.—About a 
score of persons were badly injured in @ 
crash between a construction car and a 
trolley car of the New York and Long Isl- 
and Traction Company this morning. The 
trolley car was filled with members of St. 
George’s Episcopal Church of Hempstead, 
who were going on a picnic excursion to 
Long Beach, The congregation had hired 
three special trolley cars for the occasion, 
and all were filled with passengers, most 
of whom were women and children. The 
collision occurred about half way between 
Roosevelt and Freeport. 

The road is a single track, and the con- 
struction car from Freeport and the first 
of the excursion cars came together in a 
head-on crash,

The excursion party left the Roosevelt 
switch, half way between Hempstead and 
Freeport, and was traveling toward Free- 
port at a high rate of speed. A construc- 
tidn car carrying a number of workmen 
had left the Freeport switch about the 
same time the excursion cars started from 
the Roosevelt switch. About half way be- 
tween the Roosevelt and Freéport switches 
there is a curve in the road, and a hill at 
the same spot. 

Owing to the curve and the hill neither 
the men on the construction car nor the 
motorman of the first excursion car knew 
of the danger until the cars had almost 
met. The motorman made frantic efforts 
to check the speed of his car, and the brake 
on the construction car also was promptly 
applied, but despite these efforts the cars 
came together with a tremendous crash. 
Women and children were tossed from the 
excursion car to the ground. 

The Rev. Dr. Cooke was at the rear of the 
first excursion car when he saw the work 
car rushing toward it. He sprang forward 
and shouted to the motorman, Jesse 
Rhodes, who had seen the danger at the 
same moment. On-the front platform with 


Rhodes was Frank Polhemus, Superintend- 
ent of the road. The motorman after ap- 
plying the brakes jum from the car. 
The Superintendent followed, and h 
escaped injury. When the crash came Mr, 
Cooke had reached the front part of the 
car and he was pinned down in the wreck- 


age. 
The forward part of the car was almost 
entirely demolished, and the three children 
of Edward Townsend, a newspaper man 
ere, who were sitting on the front seat, 
vere thrown from the seat by the force of 
e collision, but escaped unhurt. The two 
hildren of Postmaster Dewitt C. Curtis of 
empstead were in the wrecked excursion 
ar, and one of them, Miss Bessie, fourteen 
years old, distinguished herself by great 
presence of mind.

STREET WASHING EXPERIMENT. 


Exhibition of a New System Before City 
Officials. 


At the corner of Madison Avenue and 
Thirty-third Street Commissioner Wood- 
bury and his assistants of the Department 
of Street Cleaning made an interesting ex- 
hibition of a system of street washing, for 
the information of Commissioner Darlington 
of the Health Department, Commissioner 
Oakley of the Department of Water Sup- 
ply, Gas and Blectricity, and others pres- 
ent by {nvitation, as well as some uninvited 
spectators, including Gov. Odell and Judge 
Scott. The tests were of a wagon from 
which the water is expelled by the expan- 
sion of air under compression. 

Tests were made on both asphalt and Bel- 
gian block pavements.

After the 
carts had passed the street was cleaner than 
Sweepers would leave it. To wash a block 
of Madison Avenue, which is 42 feet wide, 
consumes about 112 gallons of»water, and, 
without hand labor, is finished in less than 
fifteen minutes. The water is delivered

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EAR FOR WATER 


Eight Civic Organizations 
Board of Estimate. 


Eight civic organizations of the city yes- 
terday sent a letter to Mayor McClellan as 
Chairman of the Board of Bstimate and 
Apportionment, urging immediate action 
in regard to New York City’s water supply. 
The organizations which signed the docu- 
ment through their representatives are the 
City Club, the Manufacturers’ Association 
of New York, the Citizens’ Union, the 
Brooklyn League, the Flatbush Taxpayers’ 
Association, New York Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters, Committee on Internal Trade 
aud Improvements, Chamber of Commerce, 
and the New York Board of Trade and 

Transportation. 

The letter cal!s attention to the fact that 
the average consumption of .Croton water 
in Manhattan and the BronMin 1903 was 
about 270,000,000 gallons per day. The area 
of the Croton watershed above the new 
dam is 360.4 square miles, and the safe 
yield of this watershed during dry years, 
after the new reservoir is completed, will not 
exceed 750,000 to 800,000 gallons per day per 
square mile, or from 270,000,000 to 288,000,- 
000 gallons per day. 

“In a dry season such as occurred sev- 
eral times between 1880 and 1898, and which 
is sure to occur again,” the letter con- 


tinues, “the total supply of Croton water 
for Manhattan and the Bronx under pres- 
ent ccnditions would not be more than = 
000,000 lions per day; that is, 20,000, 
gallons less per day than the city is actually 
using at the present time. The serious con- 
sequences of such a condition of affairs, not 
only to the business and financial interests 
of the city, but to the health a safety cf 
the community as well, need not be dwelt 
upon,”’ 

The letter points out that under the most 
favorable conditions it will take five years 
to build a tunnel leading a greater water 
supply to the city, and suggests that the 
board should either adopt the plans sub- 
mitted in November, 190%, by the Commis- 
sion on Additional Water Supply or should 
promptly give its reasons for rejecting 


these plans. 


TOFINANCE BOLIVIAN RAILWAYS 


Creusotes of France Take Up Project 
Americans Turned Down. 


It was announced yesterday that a con- 
tract had been closed between Sefier Ig- 
nacio Calderon of Bolivia and the Creusote 
Works of France for the building of rail- 
roads in Bolivia. Part of the expense is to 
be borne by Bolivia with the $10,000,000 re- 
cently received from Brazil at the settle- 
ment of the Acre boundary dispute, and the 
balance—about $25,000,000—will be looked 
after by the Creusotes. 

Sefior Calderon came to this country sev- 
eral months ago and proposed to several 
American bankers to take the money his 
country had to offer and form a syndicate 
here to finance and build several lines of 
railroad which would join the Bolivia mines 
with the seacoast. The American capital- 
ists considered the offer and then turned it 
down. Sefior Calderon then communicated 
with the Creusotes, with the result that 
they have taken up the contract. 

Bolivia has already a railroad from the 
suuthern side of Lake Titicaca to La Paz. 
Lake Titicaca has a good steamship serv- 
ice. It is now proposed to build a rail- 
road from La Paz to Oruro connecting that 
city with the present railroad system going 
down to the Pacific. Branch lines will also 
be built from Uyuni to Potosi, one of the 
richest mineral regions of the globe, and to 
Tupiza to connect with the Argentine sys- 
tem, ‘These lines will be comparatively 
short, but they will give an outlet to some 
of the richest tin, copper, gold, and_ silver 
deposits of South America. The Tuptse 
branch will give Bolivia and Peru an outlet 
to the Atlantic, and they will complete the 
railroad connection from Peru to Buenos 
Ayres. Then by a short sea ride of two 
days it will be possible to go from Lima to 
the seaport of Mullendo, and thence by rail, 
with the exception of the short ride across 
Lake Titicaca, down through Bolivia to the 
great railroad system ef the Argentine Re- 
the intercontinental raNway. 


The system will be about 500 miles long, 
and is figured to cost about $25,000 a mile. 


STORY OF SLOCUM RETOLD. 


Federal Commission Listens to the Tes- 
timony of Disaster Witnesses. 


The Federal Commission appointed to in- 
vestigate the Slocum disaster continued its 
sessions in the Whitehall Building yester- 
day. Capt. Edward Van Wart, the pilot 
of the Slocum, who was the first witness 
called, testified at length concerning his 
actions and those of the other members 
of the crew on the day of the disaster. 
His testimony was practically the same as 
he gave at the Coroner’s hearing, where he 
contended that everything possible under 
the circumstances to save the vessel had 
been done and that North Brother Island 
was the only place available to beach the 
vessel. 

William A. Ortman, who was the ice 
cream mixer on the Slocum, Patrolman 
Herbert C. Farrell, who said the Slocum 
could have been beached between Stony 
Point and One Hundred and Thirty-sixth 
Street, and who assisted in the rescue of 


twenty-two persons, and August Lutjens, 
the ceahier for the bar on the Slocum, also 


testified.

KILLED BY FALLING PAINTER. 


McGuire Was Passing Beneath Scaffold- 
ing When Struck. 


Patrick McGuire, fifty years old, of 417 
West Fifty-second Street, was killed yes- 
terday by Samuel Rotashinkie, thirty-five 
years old, a painter, of 10 Jackson Street, 
who fell upon him from a scaffold at the 
fourth floor of 238 Ninth Avenue, between 
Twenty-fourth and Twenty-fifth Streets, 
when McGuire was passing by.

Sinking Fund Commission So 
Authorizes Controller. 


NEW DISPUTE WITH COMPANY 


Dock Commissioner Cannot Get Build- 
ings at Satisfactory Price—Lively 
Discussion at Meeting. 


After a short but spirited discussion over 
the Staten Island ferry matter at yester- 
day’s session of the Sinking Fund Com- 
mission, during which Alderman McCall 
indulggd in some caustic comment on the 
manner in which Controller Grout and Cor- 
poration Counsel Delany were treating the 
ferry people, it was determined that the 
Corporation Counsel should at once begin 
condemnation proceedings to secure title 
for the city to the land and land under 
water at the Staten Island and Whitehall 
Street terminals, as the Staten Island Fer- 
ry Company has declined to accept the 
Controller’s offer of $500,000. 

For this land the Controller emphatical- 
ly objects to the payment of $525,000, 
which is the price agreed upon between the 
company and Dock Commissioner Feather- 
son. The Controller is empowered to be- 
gin negotiations with the ferry people for 
the boats and terminal buildings. As to 
the boats a price already has been agreed 
upon, but about the buildingyprice, which 
is included in the same general parcel of 
property, there is serious difference of 
opinion. The company wants $506,000 for 
these boats and buildings, while the Con- 
troller had them appraised by his own men 
at $384,000, and then offered to split the 
difference with the company, which offer 
was rejected. 

The negotiations will be begun at once 
between the Controller and the transit rep- 
resentatives. In addition to these two mat- 
ters, the Sinking Fund Commission re- 
ferred back to the Corporation Counsel 
his opinion that there was no obligation on 
the part of the city to purchase the boats 
or terminal buildings. The Commission 
now wants to know if it has the right to 
buy the property if it desires to do so. 

“I believe we can go ahead and con- 
demn this land,” said the Controller, ‘and 
that we will not have to pay a cent for the 
buildings on it, as they could at best be 
used but for a short time by the city. How- 
ever, it would be a wise move for the city 
to take over this property, if it ean get 
it for a reasonable figure.’’ 

To this view Alderman McCall, the Chair- 
man of tHe Aldermanic Finance Commit- 
tee, objected. 

“I don’t think there is any question but 
that the city is morally obligated to buy 
the terminal property,” he said. ‘‘ We are 
putting the ferry company out of business 
to run our own ferry, and yet we have 
called on the company to run its service 
for a few months until we get our 
own boats. This the company is doing as 
a favor to us, taking its own chances of 
accident and attendant financial responsi- 


bility. In view of these circumstances, the 
least we can do with fairness is to pay a 
reasonable price for the property, and this 
is the price which Dock Commissioner 
ee agreed upon with the ferry 
eople.’’ 

“ Well, I'll rest on Mr. Delany's opinion,”’ 
said the Controller. “It is just like one 
given by his predecessor, Mr. Rives.’’ 
“Yes, but both have begn known to be 
wrong at times,’ retorted“McCall. 


WANTS $15,000,000 MORTGAGE. 


Harlem and Port Chester Seeks Permis- 
sion from Railroad Commission.

HOLLAND’S AIRSHIP. 


Inventor of Submarine Boat Thinks He 
Has Solved Aerial Problem. 


John Holland, the inventor of the sub- 
marine boat, is now having built at the 
shop of George White at 24 Morris Street, 
Jersey City, a machine which the inventor 
believes not only will solve the problem 
of aerial flight, but will enable a man to 
navigate the air with much more ease and 
safety than he can ride a bicycle. 

This invention is the outgrowth of many 
attempts by Mr. Holland in past years to 
arrive at a correct theory of flight. Back 
in the ‘60s, before he contemplated the 
construction of a submarine craft, he built | 
his first model of a flyifg machine, and 
this was followed by several other models, 


but all of them were abandoned because, 
in the inventor’s opinion, they were de- 
geet on an erroneous principle. 
he airship now approaching completion 

is intended to carry one person. The ma- 
terial used is the finest aluminum. The 
wires are steel, and as light as the strain 
upon them will permit. The whole contriv- 
ance weighs exactly twenty-six pounds. 

The driving powst will be purely mus- 
cular, Mr. Holland contending that man 
has enough physical energy to propel him- 
self through the air under proper conditions 
at the rate of from forty to fifty miles an 
hour. On either side of the machine there ’ 
will be a set of wings ten feet in length 
operated by four wheels, and these wings 
will be moved up and down and otherwise 
controlled at the will ofthe driver.
